WASHINGTON, March, 16.—The President 
gent one nomination to the Senate to-day that 
settled the fight between Representative 

Philip H. Thompson, of Kentucky, and 

Joseph 8. Miller, of West Virginia, by nam- 

ing the latter for Commissioner of Internal 

Revenue. The most conspicuous friend of Mr. 

Thompson was Speaker Carlisle, while the man 

who has been regarded as Mr. Miller's most pow- 

erful friend was Representative Samuel J. Ran- 
dali. While Mr. Randall’s friends are loudly 
boasting of the result as a victory for Mr. 

Randall and a signal defeat for Mr. Carlisle 

Mr. Randall himself disowns any feeling 

of victory over Mr. Carlisle, and says 

he had little to do with securing his 
nomination. He was opposed to Thompson 

and made no secret of his opposition. Mr. Mill- 

er’s most active supporters at the White House 

andinthe Treasury Department were Senators 

Camden and Kenna, of West Virginia, and the 

Representatives from that State. At the White 

House it is said that the contest has not been de- 

scribed in calling it a fight between Messrs. Car- 

lisle. and Randall, and that Mr. Carlisle had 
epoken very cordially of Mr. Miller personally, 

While he stood by Mr. Thompson as a friend and 

a Kentuckian. All sorts of talk is heard about 


the nomination. The report is that Mr. Miller’s 
selection was made not only to please Messrs. 
Camden and Kenna, but that Senator Gor- 
man, acting with them, strengthened his 
lines in the ‘Treasury. Some of the Car- 
lisle men fancy that in selecting a Ran- 
Gall _man something was done to help 
Mr. Randall in his scheme of getting ria of in- 
ternal revenue taxes in order that protective 
taxes may not be interfered with. The disap- 
pointed Kentuckians hope that their feelings 
will be mended by the appointment of Mr. 
Thompson to be Rai'road Commissioner or of 
ex-Senator Williams to be Minister to Mexico. 

Mr. Miller is a native of Indiana, but has lived 
in West Virginia most of his life. Heis under 
40 years of age, and has long been prominent in 
West Virginia politics. For the last eight years 
he has been Auditor of the State. He took a 
very active part in the Gubernatorial contest 
last year, and his friends credit him with a large 
share of the practical work which resulted in 
Democratic success. For this zeal in behalf of 
his party they say his selection for Commissioner 
ot Internal Kevenue is no more than a just re- 
ward. a 

Assoon as Mr. Miller’s nomination had been 
received by the Senate to-day Mr. Beck, who was 
ony disappointed because Mr. Thompson 
ad not teen named, took the matter in charge 
and had called a speciai meeting of the Finance 
Committee to which it was to be referred. 
Through Mr. Beck's efforts the committee unan- 
imously decided to make a favorabie report 
upon Mr. Miller, who will undoubtedly be con- 
firmed without opposition to-morrow. Mr. 
Beck’s action dispels the fear felt by many that 
the Kentucky delegation would continue to 
$ght against the nominee in the Senate.

THE NEW-YORK POSTMASTERSHIP. 

Up to this time it is understeod the 
President has not discussed the question of fill- 
Ing the office of Postmaster at New-York with 
the Postmaster-General. That he has not 
thought about it would be to assert an im- 
probable thing. There is no doubt that the 
secessity of meeting the question of decid- 
sng whether a Democrat shall be appointed 


to succeed Mr. Pearson, or whether Mr. Pearson 
shall be allowed to remain indetinitely, has pre- 
sented itself and that it has received thoughtful 
ronsideration. The office at New-York 1s a great. 
dne, both in the volume of business transacted 
and inthe number of persons employed. The 

dministration sets out to do two things. It in- 

nds to be Democratic and it will aim to com- 
gaand the contidence of - business men. 
By the terms of many utterances during 
and since the campaign, Mr. Cleveland has held 
put the assurance that he intended to be gov- 
erned by civil service reform principles.

galis upon the Administration very early to de- 
tide what is regarded by the President as a case 
nuvolving an important precedent. While there 
4 likely to be no hesitation about allowing com- 
tent officers, though Republicans, to retain 
heir places until they have completed their 
terms, there is likely to be much hesitation 
sbout appointing Republicans for new terms. 
The Democrats who insist that Mr. Pearson 
shail not be reappointed say they have no doubt 
that if Mr. Pearson’s term had expired before 
gen.

They now insist that as soon as a proper

reappointment been considered as settled, there 
bave been no applicants for the New-York office. 
Time is needed to make a selection that will be 
acceptable to the business men, who are sending 
heavily signed petitions to the President for Mr. 
Pearson’s retention. If any arrangement is pro- 
posed to be made by which Mr. Pearson is 
to hold himseif in readiness to resign upon 
no intimation of the need of the ottice 
fora Democrat the President does not know of 
it, ahd those who know Mr. Pearson do not be- 
lieve that he has consented to or will accept any 
such proposition. There is not much dcubt 
that the Administration ot Mr. Cleveland will 
be a Democratic one. The men whe came here 
with open hands and empty pockets, ex- 
pecting that office holders appointed by 
Republicans were to be turned out with 
indecent haste, and: that they were 
to be drafted in in turn, taking their prizes as 
they would those of a lottery, may expect to be 
Jisappointed. As vacancies occur by the expira- 
tien of the terms of Republicans Democrats 
will take their piaces. The rlace of the Post- 
master at New-York is one of the capital prizes 
in the lottery of the election. lt is scarcely 
likely to be given to anybody but an unmistak- 
gble Democrat.

THE APPOINTMENT OF HIGGINS, 

Maryland Democrats who belong to the 
Gorman faction are indignant at the report

They had at first accepted the ex- 
lanation¢that Mr. Manning had deen ‘imposed 
upon, and looked to have the error of Higgins’s 
appointment corrected by Higgins’s speedy dis- 
missal. in expianation of the suddenness of 
Higgins’s appointment they say that it was kept 
secret until made, for the reason that if it had 
been intimated 24 hours in edvance that **Gene” 
Higgins was to be appointment clerk a howl 
would bave arisen from Democratic Maryland 
that would have been heard in the capital, and 
would have made his appointment impossible.

While disclaiming 
any personal disrespect to the ex-Secretary, he 
criticised nis action in the * Backbone” case 
so severely that Mr. Tellier telt called upon to in- 
terrupt him severai times.

-clinch more firmly the points he was making. 
Mr. Van Wyck cited the Huntington letters, 
which he kept in his desk, and gave some of the 
unpleasant facts in the history of the land grant 
which Mr, Teller had omitted to mention. The ex- 
Secretary's reply was another assertion that Mr. 
Van Wyck had never done anything but talk in 
the Senate and had kept silent in commit- 
tee, where he might have done something to 
prevent that of which he complained. This 
stirred up the Nebraska Senator, who made an- 
other earnest speech, detailing some of the work 
be had done in the interest of the settlers in the 
Westand Northwest.

TAMMANY BRAVES AT THE CAPITAL 
A dozen Tammany braves, led by the 
venerable John Cochrane, have to-day plodded 
about Washineton to show themselves to the 
President and his Cabinet. Imitating eminent 
Democratic example, these pilgrim braves used 
not the 25 cent cab nor the cheaper horse 
car, but “footed it” in true aboriginal 
fashion, filing into the White House with 
Representative Adams keeping the trail and 
Mr. Cochrane, ex-Coroner Martin, Representa- 
tive-elect Viele, Judge Michael Norton, ex- 
Representative Dugan, Judge Welde, ex-Repub- 
lican George H. Forster, Judge Monell, ** Tom” 
Gilroy, and the others following. They were 
admitted to the library. There were no 
traces of war paint on their faces, and 
they wore no weapons except those concealed 
in their hip pockets. Chief Cochrane made a 
speech, in which, with true aboriginal modesty, 
he intimated the desire of Tammany to be ** rec- 
ognized.” The “Great Father” pleased the 
braves, for they filed out of the White House 
and over to the State, War, and Navy De- 
partments with smiles of hope upon their 


faces. Representative Adams, familiar with 
the trail between the departments, then 
led his hungry brothers to the _ wig- 
wams of Secretaries Lamar and Vilas. 


At the Interior Department, where the visits of 
Sioux, Crows, Chippewas, and other blanketed 
Indians are common events, the appearance of 
the Tammany braves excited no _ surprise. 
Secretary Manning seemed to suffer from 
fatigue during Chief Cochrane’s speech, and 
was evidently relieved when he stopped and 
the party left without Cemanding anything. 
The braves are scattered about town to-night 
pouripg the story of Tammany’s greatness into 
the ears of groups of listeners. hey say they 
made no specific demands, but propose to re- 
mind the Administration that the Tammany 
tribe was not wiped out at the last election, but 
that it is prepared for peace or war, and means 
to know which it is to have.

HE PHILOSOPHIZES ABOUT COMMISSIONER 
MILLER’S APPOINTMENT. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 16.—Of the de- 
feat of Phil Thompson and the appointment. of 
Mr. Miller for Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue Mr. Watterson will say in to-morrow morn- 
ing’s ( ourier-Journal: ** We are not prepared to 
accept the defeat of Phil Thompson as a declara- 
tion of war by the President upon the friends 
of revenue reform, nor the appointment of Mr. 
Miller, of West Virginia, as evidence that it isthe 
purpose of the Administration to set itself against 
the internal revenue taxes, which pay more than 
one-third of the expenses of the Governmeut, 
and without which there could be no adequate 
reduction of Custom House duties. Persona!ly 
and locally we very much regret the decision, 
but we trust that the apprehension of those 
who have a right to a fair interpretation and ex- 
ecution of the internal revenue laws, and have 
regarded the West Virginian as hostile to them 
and their interests, will be disappointed. The 
question is economic, not moral, and we shall be 
slow to believe that it will be treated by the 
President and his advisers in a narrow spirit. 
It will be given out, of course, that 
this is a triumph of Mr. _ Randall 
over Mr.. Carlisie; that, however, will depend 
altogether upon future developments. If the 
President allies himself to Mr. Randall he 
will do it openly, and not clandestinely. If 
he does, it will involve a hopeless split of the 
party, and a new array of politicul forces. We 
want no such conflict, and shall do all in our 
power to avoid it. Butif against the protest of 
an overwhelming majority of Democrats it 
should come to pass, the advocates of a sound 
and honest revenue system will not be 
found unequal to it. In affairs of this sort 
it is best to have no concealments. 
Dangers are ofttimes avoided by going out to 
meet them. The President might have evaded 
an issue by the familiar expedient ot appointing 
a third party, a neutral, or he may consider, 
and he may be right in considering, that there is 
no issue at all. To our mind and impertect 
knowledge we are inclined to think that there 
is, and that it is not encouraging to the friends 
of real revenue reform, Sut we shall wait with 
equanimity the course of events.” 


DELAWARE’S NEW SENATOR. 








ATTORNEY-GENERAL GRAY NOMINATED TO 
SUCCEED MR, BAYARD, 

Dover, Del., March 16—The fight over 
Senator Bayard’s successor seems to have worn 
itself out in the preliminary skirmishes for the 
position, the legislative caucus to-night being so 
tame and short as to astonish everybody. It was 
pretty clear during the afternoon that Attor- 
ney-General George Gray’s stock was at a pre- 
mium, but his chances for the nomination were 
by no means assured, His friends held the win- 
ning cards, the support of Senator Bayard and 
the State Administration, while Congressman 
Charles B. Lore had the support of the Sauls- 
bury faction, but was seriously handicapped 
by the fact that his election would cause 
a vacancy in the House of Representatives 
which it might be difficuit to fill with an accept- 
able Democrat. To thislatter cause was mainly 
due his defeat. The caucus was called to order 
at 8:15 and lasted about 50 minutes. Two ballots 
were taken resulting as follows: First ballot — 
Gray, 18: Lore, 9; Martin, 5; blank, 2. Second 
ballot—Gray, 15; Lore,9; Martin, 5. This nom- 
inated Gray, there being 29 legislators present, 
Representative Hearn being kept away by ill- 
ness. The nomination was made unanimous. 
The Legislature will proceed at noon to-morrow 
to elect Mr. Gray United States Senator. 








THE ARKANSAS SENATORSHIP. 

LittLe Rock, Ark., March 16.—The vote 
in the Legislature to-morrow for Senator is a 
matter of much speculation. All the candidates 
are on the ground and have opened headquarters 
at the hotel. The strength of the leading candi- 
dates—ex-Gov. Berry and Congressman Dunn— 
is being considerably lessened by the strong op- 

osition of Jonn G. Horner and ex-Senator 

alker. Horner has little political prominence, 
but is strong in Eastern Arkansas, and will se- 
cure much of Dunn's support in the Fifth Dis- 
strict. Walker lives in the northwestern portion 
of the State and will capture much of Berry’s 
following in that section. Representative Fish- 
back, of Fort Smith, will be third in the race, 
followed by Gen. Newton, of Littie Rock. The 
frienda of Fishback are confident of his election, 
claiming that there is a strong undercurrent in 
his behalf, Walker and Horner will tie for fifth 
place, followed by J. W. House, of Searcy, and 
State Senator Crittenden.

FIGHTING FOR HER CHILDREN. 
—_--~——-——— 
A MOTHER TRYING TO RECOVER CHILDREN 
KIDNAPED BY THE FATHER, 

Monrreatu, March 16.—A writ of habeas 
corpus has been served on the Rev. Father 
Lonage, of Notre Dame College, Cote 
des Neiges, at the instance of Mrs. Do- 
mingo M. Monjo, No. 322 West Twenty-ninth- 
street, New-York, wife of President Monjo, of 
the Toledo and Ann Arbor and Northern Michi- 
gan Railroad, who swears in her affidavit that 
her three children—two boys and a little 


girl of 18 months—were kidnaped by 
their father in Marcn, 1884, from which 
time until yesterday she had not 
seen them. Mrs. Monjo, in speaking to 


a reporter, said: “I was born in London, En- 
gland; educated at an expensive ladies’ sem- 
inary, and in 1871 came to New-York. The fol- 
lowing year I married, my present husband 


being then 17 years of age, I am a 
Protestant and he is a Speniard and 
a Catholic, and our married. life has 


in consequence been a very unhappy one.. My 
husband did everything in his power to force 
me to abjure the Protestant faith and become a 
Catholic, but as my conscience rebelled against 
forsaking the religion of my mother I abso- 
lutely refused. Finally, seeing that I was sn 
Englishwoman! with plenty of British pluck 
and was not to be either cajoled or frightened, 
he took suit for divorce against me. The case 
was dismissed, as, knowing he had no proof, he 
never even appeared, and of course the case was 
struck from the roll. For the sake of the 
poor chidren, however, I made up my 
mind I would stand this persecution and 
T managed to live with him up to March, 1884, as 
best I could. About that time he informed me 
he would be absent from New-York for about 
two weeks, that he was going away on business. 
He never left the city, however, but im- 
mediately set about preparing to rob me 
of my children. The two boys—7 and 9 
years of ave—were taken from school, on Twen- 
ty-vighth-street, about 12 o’clock, ana during 
my absence from home he carried away my 
baby, telling my old grandmother that I 
was waiting for her in Brooklyn. He 
then removed all the furniture, and when 
I came back I found the house bare. 
After a great deal of trouble I traced the chil- 
dren tg Brooklyn, and after a year’s hard work, 
on Saturday week, I traced them to Toledo, 
Ohio. There I obtained a writ of habeas 
corpus, and my husband being placed 
under oath he confessed the children 
had been adopted by his brother Nicholas 
and that he was in New-York. I returned to 
New-York, instituted proceedings in the shane 
of a habeas corpus against the brother, and he 
in his turn confessed that the children were in 
Montreal in charge of Father Louage. I ar- 
rived there on Saturday, consulted Messrs. Kerr, 
Carter & Goldstein, got a habeas corpus, and saw 
my children for the first time in 12 months this 
morning.” 

Before a tull bench of Judges in the Court of 

ueens Pench, this morning, W Kerr, 
Jueen’s Counsel, moved that the writ be re- 
turned immediately. The father and mother 
appeared in court, the children being in 
charge of Father Louage. Mr. Kerr, who 
appeurs for the mother, contended that 
she should at least have the little girl 
and be allowed to see the other children. Coun- 
sel stated that although the father declared at 
Toledo he had no means, he has provided for the 
children so far, and that the mother, who is in 
independent circumstances, intends to provide 
forthe wélfare of the children which the father 
can’t do. 

Chief-Justice Dorion stated that both parties 
being foreigners and resident in a foreign coun- 
try, there was considerable doubt whether the 
court had jurisdiction. He suggested an ad- 
journment till to-morrow to see if a compro- 
mise could not be made, but counsel stating that 
time would be required to get affidavits from the 
States the case was postponed to Monday next 
on the understanding that the children remain 
where they are, the court giving an order 
Yor the mother to have access to them in the 
meantime. His Honor warned both parties 
that any attompt to remove the children would 
be held contempt of court and be punished to 
the full extent of the law. The children were 
then led away by Father Louage. Following 
are the names of the children: Domingo Lewis 
Monjo, aged 9; Edward Augustus Monjo, aged 
7, and Beatrice Monjo, aged 2. 











‘* HUNGRY JOE” IN CHICAGO. 





HE AND HIS PARTNER RELIEVE A PHILADEL- 
PHIAN OF HIS MONEY. 

CurcaGco, March 16.—‘‘ Hungry Joe,” the 
clever confidence man who partially acquired 
his reputation from his interviews with Oscar 
Wildeand Emery A. Storrs, has scored another big 
trick. A few weeks azgoa young man by the name 
of Thomas Mathews, hailing from Philadelphia, 
arrived in the city, having about $1,500 in his 
pocket. He saw the advertisement of a person 
who wished a partner with $300 or $400 to invest 
in the brokerage business. The next day he had 
a conversation with the advertiser, who gave 
his name as Ryan, and who stated that. he 


was in the brokerage business with an- 
other fellow; that they were desirous of taking 
another partner into the firm, anda third interest 
in the business could be had for $400. Mr. Ryan 
looked like an honest man, and the unsuspecting 
Mathews at once laid down the money. In an 
offhand way Ryan’s partner frequently alluded 
to a panorama which he owned and which he 
wished tec sell. In the course of time a 
man dropped into the office and inquired the 
price of the panorama, and having concluded to 
take it, paid down $50. Soon after this trans- 
action Mr. Ryan took Mathews aside and told 
him that he thought they could get the pano- 
rama for a good deal Jess money, cash down, and 
thus make the difference between what they 
paid and what they could get for it. Mathews 
agreed to the proposition, and on account of the 
friendly relations existing between all the parties 
the owner consented to part with the panorama 
for the sum of $800, of which amount Mathews 
paid $540. Soon after this Ryan and his chum 
ame ena Mathews to leave the firm, taking ds 

isshare the panorama. It was when they tried 
to deal with him again that Mathews’s 
suspicions were aroused, and he found upon 
inquiry at the Police Heacqvarters that Ryan 
was a noted confidence operator, and that the 
would-be purchaser of the panorama, who had 
so willingiy planked down $50 of Mathews’s 
own money, was the notorious * Hungry Joe,” 
from New-York. Mathews is out all his money 
in the venture, as he paid for the handsome fur- 
niture in the office. The panorama is a worth- 
less daub, representing the massacre by Indians 
at Mankota, Minn.

VERY INDEFINITE STATEMENTS 
BY MR. GLADSTONE, : 
HE SAYS THERE IS NO AGREEMENT BUT 
ONLY AN ARRANGEMENT—AN EXPLANA- 
TION TO BE DEMANDED. 

Lonpon, March 16.—Mr. Gladstone, an- 
swering several interrogatories in the House of 
Commons this evening concerning the exact na- 
ture of the agreement with Russia, said that 
England and Russia had agreed, as he stated 
on Friday last, that no further advance 
should be made in Afghanistan. The 
statement of this agreement, the Premier 
admitted, was based on the interchange 
of communications between Russia and England 
carried on through Sir Edward Thornton, 
British Ambassador at St. Petersburg. The 
latest communication on the subject of the 
Afghan dispute received from Sir Edward 
Thornton was that of March 5 But to 
obviate any possible misunderstanding between 
her Majesty's Government and that of the Czar, 
Ear! Granville, British Foreign Minister, on Sat- 
urday last telegraphed his (Mr. Gladstone’s) ex- 
act words to Sir Edward Thornton, asking him 
to ascertain whether or not M. de Giers, Russian 
Prime Minister, indorsed as correct the statement 
made by Mr. Gladstone of the agreement reached 
with Russia. As yet no reply has been received 
to Saturday’s message. Continuing, Mr. Glad- 
stone said there had been no time to obtain the 
assent of the Ameer of Afghanistan to 
the terms of the arrangement made _ with 
Russia. “The expression ‘agreement,’’’ suid 
Mr. Gladstone, “‘conveys a somewhat falla- 
cious idea of what has been obtained, I preter 
the word ‘arrangement.’ The telegram sent by 
Earl Granville on Saturday to Sir Edward Thorn- 
ton was merely intended to ascertain whether 
our understanding of the details of this agree- 
ment or arrangement was correct. There is no 
question as to the substance of it.” 

The Marquis of Hartington explained that 
the Russians occupy Katan and Akrabat, and 
that the Afghans still occupy Penjdeh. He re- 
fused, on the ground of public policy, to make 
any further disclosure, 

nthe House of Commons this evening the 
Government announced that a telegram had 
been received from St. Petersburg fully con- 
firming Mr. Gladstone’s view ot the Anglo-Rus- 
sian arrangement regarding outposts on the 
Russo-Afghan frontier. 

The Marquis of Salisbury and Sir Stafford 
Northcote will to-morrow insist upon the 
Government explaining the nature of 
the arrangement with Russia. It is semi- 
officially stated in the lobby of the 
House of Commons that Sir Edward 
Thornton asked M. de Giers to exchange a 
formal agreement that there should be no fur- 
ther advance of outposts and that M. de Giers 
requested the adhesion of the Ameer of Afghan- 
istan before pledging Russia. 

Sir Thomas Brassey, Secretary to the Ad- 
miralty, in moving the navy estimates in the 
House of Commons to-night said that the total 
strength of the navy, including pensioners, 
was 86,000 men. The number of men 
on tbe active list was 57,000, and 
would robably be 
68,000. n the event of war the Admiralty haa” 
other and immense resources in the merchant 
service. He assured the House that his depart- 
ment was working its hardest on additions tothe 
navy. It principal efforts at present were con- 
fined to work on ships already in an advanced 
stage of construction. Plans for new vessels 
were being perfected and modified so as to ad- 
mit of a contract outside for two single-turret 
ironclads instead of one, The whole 
scheme would include four ironclads, 
five iron-belted cruisers, one torpedo ram, seven 
scouts, five gunboats, and fifteen torpedo 
boats. Ten torpedo boats would be ordered 
directly. They would. be of a_ powerful 
type and fit to go to sea in all 
weathets. They were not intended simply for 
coasting duty. Sir Richard Brassey said the 
Government was about to build a new dock at 
Malta and to increase the dock facilities at Hong 
Kong and Bombay. 


BERLIN, March 16.—Prince Bismarck, it 
is stated, has, ever since the amicable adjust- 
ment of the Anglo-German dispute, been active- 
ly exerting his influence with Russia to avert the 
threatened war with England.

PARNELL ACCUSED OF TREASON. 

ACTION TO BE TAKEN ON THE MANIFESTO 
REGARDING THE PRINCE OF WALES, 

Lonpon, March 16.—Mr. Parnell, it ap- 
pears, is to be attacked from an entirely hew 
quarter. The manifesto read by Mr. Clancy at 
the meeting of the Nationalist section of the 
Dublin Municipal Council on Thursday last haa 
been submitted to the solicitors for the Crown. 
The manifesto was an expression of the at- 
titude proper to be observed by the Na- 


tional League toward the Prince of Wales 
during his visit to Ireland. It advised Na- 
tionalists to maintain an attitude of re- 
serve, to make no hostile demonstrations 
and no expressions of welcome, and deciured 
that the visit of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales to Ireland was inopportune while an un- 
speakably indecent coterie remained 1n possession 
of Dublin Castle. When Mr. Clancy read the 
manifesto he announced that it was from Mr. 
Parnell and in Mr. Sexton’s handwriting. John 
Dillon denied the authenticity of the document. 
On Saturday Mr. Parnell admitted that Mr. 
Ciancy’s statement was correct, and explained 
that toe document was prepared for Mr. Clancy’s 
personal direction and use, and not for publica- 
tion as a manifesto. On Friday the National 
League issued a manifesto embodying the senti- 
ments contained inthe document read by Mr. 
Clancy, and of which the latter was apparently 
the draft. The whole matter has been placed be- 
fore the Crown solicitors, and these lawyers to- 
day rendered an opinion that the manifesto of 
Thursday isatreasonabie document. It is be- 
lieved that the Government will base some 
severe action upon the opinion of the solicitors, 
and its action is awaited with interest. 

Mr. Gladstone has recommended Earl Spencer, 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, to the Queen as de- 
serving to have conferred upon him some signal 
mark of royal appreciution for the conspicuous 
ability he has displayed in the management of 
affairs in Ireland, 


Dusuin, March 16.—The Corporation of 
Dublin to-day, by a vote of 41 to i7, rejected a 
motion to present an address to the Prince of 
Wales on the occasion of his visit here. During 
the debate Mr. Timothy Daniel Sullivan, Home 
Rule member of Parliaménut for Westmeath, 
described the proposed visit of the Prince and 
Princess of Wales as an attempt to whitewash 
Dublin Castle. ‘All the perfumes of Arabia,” 
cried Mr, Sullivan, *“*could not sweeten Dublin 
Castie.” This exclamation was received with 
cheers. The Municipal Councils of Kingstown 
and Dalkey to-day voted to present addresses 
of welcome to the Prince and Princess of Wales. 


THE BLOCKADE IN CHINA. 

Hone Kone, March 16.—A French man- 
of-war has stopped and searched the British 
steamship Surat, belonging to the Peninsula and 
Oriental Steamship Company. The squadron of 
the British Navy stationed in Chinese waters has 
been ordered to rendezvous at Hong Kong. 

Paris, March 16.—A dispatch from 


Sbanghai says that Admiral Courbet intends to 
abandon his position on the island of Formosa 
and to operate on the coast of Northern China. 
The report that M. Lemaire, the French Minis- 
ter Resident at Hué, had resigned is denied. 
Aamiral Courbet’s fieet is ancbored off Gutz- 
laff, and is subjecting the North of China toa 
rigorous blockade. Seven cruisers ana three 
gunboats are continually watching for and 
chasing vessels attempting to run the blockade, 
The Liberté says that China recently offered to 
negotiate for peuce provided France wouid 
grant an armistice, but that France retused. 
Admiral Courbet will issue a proclama- 
tion ordering the blockade of the Guif 
of Pe-Chi-li on the = arrival of Admir- 
al Reunier’s squadron.

The Chamber of Deputies has 
agreed to increase the duty on oxen to 25f, 

The bakers have already taken advantage of 
the passage of the bill increasing the duties on 
cereals and have raised the price of bread.

Three thousand operatives in the alpaca and 
worsted milis at Saltaire, Yorkshire, struck to- 
day against a 10 per cent. reduction in their 
wares. 

The Earl of Northbrook, First Lord of the 
Admiraity, in the House of Lords this evening, 
in answer to questions, statea that the Admiral- 
ty had freely given advice and assistance to 
Australia for the formation of a colonial navy. 

A firein Hull, England, this morning, destroyed 
Stead’s seed-crushing mills, Belton’s corn’ ware- 
house, the Town Hall, a portion of the Hull Corn 
Exchange, and several other buildings.

He said that in 1882 the French flag had 
been_holsted at Raiatea. As soon as England 
heard of it, sho protested.

MOST OF THE MEN ON THE MISSOURI PA- 
CIFIC REFUSE TO RETURN TO WORK, : 

Sr. Louis, March 16.—The great railroad 
strike is not yet ended. While at some .ainor 
points the concessions of the railroad companies 
were taken in the right spirit and the strikers 
returned to their posts, at Sedalia and Kansas 
City, Mo.,and at Atchison, Denison, and Par- 
sous, Kan., the men refuse to return to work 
untila written contract is given them by the 
Missouri Pacific Company to the effect that they 
will live up to the promises made yesterday. The 
Wabash officials, who had evidently been wait- 
ing to see what concessions the Missouri Pacific 
managers would make, this morning telegraphed 
the heads of the machinery and car depart- 
menis that the Missouri Pacific Railway had re- 
stored wages, and the Wabash was always ready 
to pay as fair wages as the other roads in its 
territory, therefore wages would be restored to 
the figures existing prior to the reduction, and 
as the parties who had contracted to run the 
shops at Moberly had not commenced work the 
contracts with them would be canceled and 
the company would again run the works 
itself. ‘This dispatch was sent out by 
the General Manager of that road, and 
it was well reeeived at alt points along 
the line, so that the troubles On the Wa- 
bash may be considered at an end. The same 
cannot be said, however, for the Missouri Pa- 
cific, as besides the army ot men who have still 
refused to return to their posts the engineers of 
that road are now demurring. The locomotive 
engineers of the Gould system have sent to this

A BILL INTRODUCED TO CREATE A SINGLE- 


HEADED PARK COMMISSION, 


ALBANY, March 16.—The ladies of Beek- 
man Hill who moved on the odorous heaps of 
Kane have organized against the slaughter 
houses of New-York.

The bill forbids 
the slaughtering of animals south of the Harlem 
River or Spuyten Duyvil unless a full compli- 
ance is accorded to the stringent re- 
strictions contained in the permit to be 


granted by. the Board of MHealth. The 
slaughter. houses to be thus licensed must 
be situated upon -the water front, and 


so constructed as to reveive direct from the cars 
or transportsall stock intended for thé shambles. 
They must be peosieee with a yarding capacity 
sufficient for the yarding. and slaughtering daily 
of one-half.ot the entire number of animals 
slaughtered in the city at the time. the permit is 
granted. They must be so sewered as to dis- 
charge all liquid refuse below high-water mark, 
and provided with ample facilities for the imme- 
diate removal from the premises by boats of all 
solid refuse. 

The biennial sessions resolutions of Gen. Heath 
were galvanized into lite again by Mr. Van Allen 
to-night, the Assembly recommitting them, on 
his motion, to the Judiciary Committee for a 
heuring which is desired by the Young Men’s 
Republican Club of New-York. 

Gen. Husted introduced and passed through 
the Assembly to-night an appropriation bill 

roviding $3,500 for a stone for the Washington 
Monument representing the State of New-York. 
The stone is to replace a similar stone forwarded 
to the national cavital 85 years ago, and is to 
bear the State coat of arms adopted two years 
ago. The bill has already passed the Senate. 

Radical and much needed changes in the man- 
agement of the parks of New-York City are 
effected by the terms of a bill introduced in the 
Senate to-night by Mr. Robb. It abolishes the 
tripie-headed commission and directs the Mayor 
within 20 days after the passage of the act to 
appoint a single Commissioner at a salary of 
$8,000, who shall hold office until May 1, 1889. 
The term of office of his successors is txed at 
four years. The terms of the present Commis- 
sioners shall cease immediately upon the ap- 
pointment of the new Commissioner of Parks. 

The debate over lubor in the prisons was post- 
poned in the Senate. 

The Howe bill enabling the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons to utilize the Vanderbilt gift 
joi cade & million dollars passed the Assembly 
o-night, 








JUDGE FORD’S SUCCESSOR. 
New-Or.eans, March 16.—Judge Louis 
André Burthe took his seat to-day as Presiding 
Judgein the court recently presided over by 
Judge Thomas J. Ford, convicted of manslaugh- 
ter in the slaying of Andrew H. Murphy, a 
cousin of ex-Conzressman E. John Ellis, of this 


State. The difference in the character of the 
two menisextremely marked Judge Burthe is 
a native of this city, and comes of a distin- 
guished creole family. His grandfather was a 
General under the first Napoleon, his father a 
learned Judge, his aunt the Marquise d’Arce, 
and his ancestral home embraced the ground on 
which the exposition is now being held. He 
was educated partly here and partly in France, 
where he graduated from the military schoo) of 
St. Cyr. Subsequently he served as an officer of 
cavalry under Marshal Bazaine in Mexico, and 
after that campaign went to Africa and contin- 
ued his military service. Retiring in 1868, Mr. 
Burthe returned to his native city. Since then 
he has studied law, but forsook this profession 
for that of journalism, and was connected at va- 
rious times with the staffs of the Picayune and 
Jimes-Democrat. Mr. Burthe was a member of 
the City Council under the Behan administra- 
tion, and acquitted himself bonorably. His 
election is regurded as a great triumph of the 
law-abiding element of the community over the 
lawless boodlums who dominate the office- 
holding industry in this city.

MURDER AFTER A DEBAUCH 


—_——__——— 


A WOMAN FATALLY STABBED BY 
AN ENVIOUS RIVAL. 

THE MURDERESS ATTEMPTS TO TAKE HER 
OWN LIFE—TRAGEDY OF A BROOKLYN 
TENEMENT HOUSE. ’ 

For some time past Mrs. Christina Heit- 
mann, of No. 154; Hopkins-street, Brooklyn, 
bas had trouble with her husband about 
a certain young woman named Mary Sing- 
ler, of No. 46 Debevoise-street. Yesterday 
evening Mrs. Heitmann heard that her 
husband was with the obnoxious young 
woman in the room of one Louis Denninghaus, 
at No. 658 Flushing-avenue, and she went there 
to find him. She found Mary, several other 
women, and Denninghaus in the room, all drink- 
ing beer and carousing. She asked for her hus" 
band, when the whole party hurled the most 
insulting epithets at her. 

Suddenly, with a movement quick as light- 
ning, Mary snatched up a long, sharp knife 
which was lying on a table in the centre of the 
room and thrust it once and again deep into the 
other woman’s neck. With a scream of agony 
Christina raised her arms to her head and 
pitched heavily forward. Blood flowed in gush« 
ing streams from both of the horrible wounds 
and ran in little read rivulets’ along th¢ 
uneven, uncarpeted floor. The wounded wom. 
an lay still as death where she fell., Tha 
other woman, halt sobered and wholly horrified 
at her act, stood as if petrified, gazing with 
distended eyes at the bleeding form of her 


victim, while the man, Louis, looked on in a 
drunken stupor, not realizing what had oc- 
curred. The noise and clatter, and laughter, 
were succeeded by a deathly stillness which was 
only interrupted by the arrival of other in- 
mates, alarmed by the stricken woman's scream 
and the solemn silence which followed. 

Cries, shouts, and the sound of many feet hur- 
rying to the scene of the tragedy resounded 
through the dingy old building. Seret. 
cock, of the Thirteenth Precinct, was attracted’ 
to the place by the unusual commotion, and 
when he arrived at the door of the room full of 
people, who surrounded the inanimate body of 
the unfortunate woman, he found Mary still 
standing near her victim, with the bloody knife 
stillin her clenched fingers, and still gazing at 
what every one supposed to be the corpse with 
a fascinate’ gaze that seemed impossible to 
break. When the officer arrested her she went: 
out of the room, but kept ber eyes stead- 
fastly fixed upon her friend until the wall inter. 
vened. Sergt. Babcock went back to attend 
to the wounded woman, He found that life was 
not yet gone, but that there was but slight hope 
of keeping the little remaining. An ambulance 
took her to St. Catherine's Hospital, where an 
examination of her wounds was made. The first 
time the knife was used the blade just grazed 
the main artery in the neck and went deep into 
the flesh. The second thrust will probably prove 
a fatalone. The blade sank clear into the wom- 
an’s lung, and it is not thougbt that she can live 
until morning. She was conscious toward 9 
o'clock, and the Coroner took her ante-mortem 
statement. In the meantime Sergt. Babcock had 
arrested Louis Denninghaus and Mary,and had 
taken them to the Thirteenth Precinct Station 
House. 

The woman, up to the time of her entrance to 
the cell was completely dazed, and apparently 
had not the slightest idea of what she was doing 
or what was being done to her. When she got 
into the cell, however, and after the key had 
turned in the lock, she seemed to recover, and 
for the first time she began to realize her terrible 
position. Inatwinkling she made up hermind 
to end her life. She saw no weapon with which 
she could carry out her end, and then she com- 
menced frantically to tear off her clothes. Hav- 
ing gotten tnem all off she took off her corsets, 
and tearing them apart she extracted one of the 
steel ribs and drew it heavily across her throat. 
The steel had no effect except to scratch the 
skin, and the crazed woman then began to suw 
her throat with the rib. She drew it back and 
forth and back and forth, but the blunt edge of 
the steel refused to enter the flesh, and before 
she could devise any other means of suicide the 
doorman detected her attempt and gave the 
alarm. When several policemen entered her cell 
she fought them like a fury, but was finally 
overcome and handcuffed to the wall. Thus she 
remained all night. The woman Mary bears: a 
bad reputation in the neighborhood. She asso- 
ciates with low companions and is often in 
trouble. Christina is said to be married, and 
little is known of her. Denninghaus is ap- 
parently a quiet sort of a person, and is not 
known to the police asa “crooked” character.

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WATCHING THE ECLIPSE 
—_—@———.-— 
ASTRONOMERS AT WORK 
THEIR TELESCOPES. : 
PROF. COAKLEY’S PREDICTIONS VERIFIED— 
EXPLAINING TO THE STUDENTS—COL- 
ORED GLASS IN DEMAND. 

.-New-York went up on its roof with a 
piece of smoked glass yesterday noon and gazed 
up at the sun, which, as advertised, was partially 
eclipsed by the moon from 12:13 o'clock until 
2:51 in the afternoon. There was an unusual 
demonstration in the streets just as the eclipse 
began, for men and women stopped on the edges 
of the sidewalk, held blackened glass up before 
jheireyes, and contemplated the orb of day with 
jeep interest. Telescopes were brought outinto 
the street and placed upon the corners, and the 
curious populace were permitted to observe the 
celestiai automaton for 10 cents. Boys sold 
pieces of smoked glass, with a paper border, for 
$ cents each, and by 12:30 o’clock half the popu- 
lation had biackened the end of its nose by rest- 
ing the glass against it. On all the front door- 
steps up town children and servants were sight- 
ing the sun through their glasses. and even 
ttreet car conductors and drivers were attempt- 
ing to take observations from their platforms. 

Just before the eclipse began an exhibitor 
brought a large telescope into the City Hall 

Park, piaced the trident on the broad walk near 
Broadway, and exhibited a permit to the big 
park policeman, and hung out a sign: “Ten 


cents a view.” Then he carefully aimed the tel- 
escope at the sun and announced himself ready 
tor business) The policeman looked into the 
telescope to see that the eclipse was worth the 
price of admission, and thena rush began, and 
until the eclipse was over the exhibitor was 
busy taking in dimes, A firm of clothiers sent 
outanumber of men with advertising cards, 
containing pieces of blue glassin the centre, 
which they gave away on Broaaway. Two young 
men with a basketfuljof broken colored glass sta- 
tioned themselves in Broadway, near the Post 
Office, and disposed of the glass at the rate of a 
cent for each piece. They were sold out in 15 
minutes, 

The eclipse was a matter of creat interest to 
the colleges. Prof. Compton, who occupies the 
chair of astronomy in the College of the City of 
New-York, exhibited the occurrence to his class 
and to al! the members of the Senior, Junior, 
and Sophomore Classes who cared to see it. The 
Professor arranged a heliostat in the south reci- 
tation room on the top floor of the college, and 
threw the refiection of the eclipse upon a screen, 
where it could be witneesed by a}! the persons in 
the room at once. On this screen, promptly at 
i5 minutes after 12 by the standard time, the 
black surface of the moon appeared on the 
transparent disk of the sun just above the hori- 
zontal diameter, The movement of the moon 
across the sun’s face could be easily detected, 
although it was very slow, but there was hard- 
ly an appreciable difference in the light over 
the city, At 1:56 u’clock the sun was almost 
half obscured, and the recitation room was 
crowded with students to whom Prof, Compton 
axplained the eclipse. At Columbia College the 
great telescope in the observatory was pointed 
tnreugh the dome of the roof, and most of the 
Proressors and members of the Junior and Sen- 
ior GC asses watched the moving shadow spread 
Over the disk of the sun, transferred upona 
sereen. Numbers of young ladies climbed up 
the long winding stairway also to witness the 
sight, and Prof, Rees was kept busy explaining 
the movements to the young people. 

Perhaps the man who was most deeply inter- 
pasted in the eclipse was the venerable Prof. 

oakley, of the University of the City of New- 

ork, whose computations fixing the moment of 
the eclipse have been published in Tur TIMEs. 
Prof. Coakley was the more interested from the 
fact that the Science Weeki; Almanac’s compu- 
tation for the moment of the conclusion differed 
from his own six minutes in this city, and from 
one to nine minutes in other cities. The Almanac 
predicted the conclusion of the eclipse at 2:46 
o’ciock, and as that moment approached the 
Professor sat at the window of his observatory 
in the west tower, his telescope pointing at the 
sun to the west of the tall steeple of Asbury 
Chureh. An assistant, with pencil and paper at 
his side, sat looking intoa chronometer and wait- 
ing for the Professor to speak. 

** Ha, ha!” cried the old gentleman, exulting- 
ly, at just 2:46 o’clock, looking at his watch, 
which he held in his hand, just below the eye- 

iece of the telescope. ‘“* Science ‘Weekly's time 
3 up, and just look into this glass!” 

A gilance into the telescope showed still visi- 
ble in the edgeof thesuna large spot, which 
was slowly moving away. Prof. Coakley was 
jubilant, and, holcing his watch close to his face, 
with his eye glued to the lens of the telescope, he 
waited for the six minutes more he had allowed 
for the moon to have entirely passed over the 
sun’s face, to elapse. 

“The horns of the sun are closing together,” 
eried the delighted astronomer at 2:51 o’clock. 
“There, it’s over!’ he said, 56 seconds later, 
“and my computation is correct tou minute, 
because inacaiculation of this kind seconds 
cannot be relied upon. I was sure my compute- 
tion was correct,” he added. “I went over it 
entireivy three times and did not vary a single 
figure,”’ and the venerable Professor looked as 
if he would have liked to dance a jig for joy. 

The chief importance of this eclipse, Prof. 
Coakley . ays, is to enable astronomers to correct 
the moon’s position. There has not beenso large 
an eclipse before since 1869. 

Prof. Coakiey’s table is as follows: 
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RESULTS OF OBSERVATIONS. 
MANY GOOD PHOTOGRAPHS OF THE ECLIPSE 
SECURED BY ASTRONOMERS. 

WasuiIncton, March 16.--A dozen or 
more officials were at the Naval Observatory to- 
day studying the eclipse. It was first observed 
at 12:05 standard time, which moment, according 
to scientific authority, differed from nautical 
almanac time one-halfasecond. Heavy clouds 
obscured the sun the greater part of the after- 
noon, so that but few satisfactory observations 
gould betaken, A fraction more than one-half 
of the sun was covered at one time, as observed 
from this point, and this was the greatest por- 
tion concealed during the afternoon, Owing to 
the cloudiness of the weather comparatively 
few photographs were taken. Those secured 
were taken at the beginning, middle, and 
end of the eclipse. To obtain the photographs 
the sun was retiected by a mirror through a long 
lens to a glass plate in a darkened shed. <A 
prepared giass was clamped upon the plate. By 
rapidly moving a slide containing quarter inch 
slits acrossthe end of the lens the photograph 
Was tzken onthe prepared glass. showing the 
exact progress of the moon. These photographs 
are tobe kept in a vaultlike structure, where 
photographs of other eclipses are placed, as a 
record of to-day’s eclipse. While prevented from 
taking as many observations and photographs as 
were desired, officers at the observatory express 
themselves as pieased with what were taken. 
Several members of Congress and 4 number of 
ladies watched the eclipse from the observatory. 


PRrINcETON, March 16,—The eclipse of the 
6un was observed here to-day by Prof. C. A. 
Young, Mr. McNeil, Instructor in Astronomy, 
andalarge number of students. Prof. Young 
used the large 23-inch refracting telescope in the 
Halstead Observatory, while the 9%%-inch re- 
iractor at the working observatory was used by 
Mr. McNeil. The class in practical astronomy 
observed the contacts with a small field equato- 

ial and the 10-inch reflector. On)y the first con- 
tact was seen as the clouds obscured the sun at 
the time of the final contact. Prof. Young’s time 
of the first contact was 11 minutes 22.8 seconds 
after 12 o’clock, standard time. Mr. McNeil’s 
time was five seconds later, the difference being 
due to the difference in the positions of the ob- 
Servatories. Both Prof. Young and Mr. McNeil 
also made observations with spectroscopes, but 
saw nothing of importance. 

_ Prot. Young said: “This eclipse was not an 
important one and was of value only in obtain- 
ing a good determination of the moon’s position 
and in throwing light on the question of a lunar 
atmosphere, In the eclipse of 1882 the French 
astronomers on the Nile thoucht that they had 
discovered by tbe spectroscope traces of this at- 
mosphere, but to-day and in former eclipses I 
have found nothing of the kind. There is noth- 
ing to show that there is such Punar atmos- 
phere from our observations to-day. No photo- 
graphs of the eclipse were taken here, though 
there were to be some taken at Amherst and 
elsewhere. The time of first contact I consider 
good, and this will give us data for a determi- 
nation of the moon’s position.” 

POUGHKEEPSIE, March 16.—All the pupils 
of Vassar College turned out to view the eclipse. 
The Superintendent provided large quantities of 
smoked glass tor the use of the curious young 
ladies. The Dr. McDonald telescope was placed 


on the grounds near the institution, and all the 


girls had a peep at the celestial exhibition.

Boston, March 16.—At Harvard Ob- 
servatory Prof. Pickering and three assistants 
begun at an early hour this morning their prep- 
arations for taking observations of the eclipse. 
Contact was first noted at 20 minutes 7 seconds 
past noon, exactly 9 seconds later thun 
the time computed by Robert Treat Paine. 
At the time of the greatest obscuration 
the moon covered a little over five-ninths of the 
sun’s surface. At3:12 the eclipse ended. This 
was the last annular eclipse that will occur in 
the presené century. ho next eclipse in 
the United States will take place in 
the afternoon of: Jan. 1, 1889. The moon's 
shadow will then pass over Colusa, Cal., 
and over a narrow strip east of that town to the 
place where the sun wil) set. This will be the 
return of the total eclipse of Nov. 30, 1884. The 
next total eclipseof the sur in the Atlantic 
States will occur inthe forenoon of May 20, 1900. 
The moon’s shadow willthen pass from New- 
Orleans to Norfolk and thenee across the ocean 
to Eu. ope. 


PiITTSEURG, Penn., March 16.—The eclipse 
of the sun was not seen here to-day owing to the 
prevalence of a heavy snow-storm. Arrange- 
ments for careful observations had been made at 
the Allegheny Observatory by Prof. Langley, 
and -~ overcast sky caused great disappoint- 
ment.

SAN Francisco, March 16.—Owing to un- 
favorable weather no satisfactory observations 
of the eclipse could be taken here.

TAXES PAID TOO SOON. 
ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CHICAGO, BUR- 
LINGTON AND QUINCY. 

Crrca6eo, March 16.—The annual report 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Railroad 
will show that the gross earnings of the compa- 
ny for the year, including all leased roads, were 
$25,483,612. The operating expenses, including 
taxes. were $14,090,746, leaving net earnings from 
operating. $11,392,865. Adding interest and ex- 
change and other income—$566,769—and the total 
is $11,959,685. The fixed charges, dividend, and 
amount carried to the renewed fund were 
$5,381,950, $566,580, and $500,000, respectively, 
leaving a net surplus for the year of $511,105. 
The net earnings in 1884 were $11,392,866, and in 
1883, $12,618,891, showing a decrease of $1,221,- 
025. The funded debdt is $77,160,607; total 
miles operated, 3,467; total construction 
cost in i854, $4,047,053; equipment added, 
$1,098,984. The properties controlled by this 
company, whose operations are not embraced in 
this report, show a falling offin net surplus for 
the year of about $300,000, having earned about 
$700,000 in 1884 against $1,000,000 in 1883, after 
paying operating expenses and interest on out- 
standing liabilities not owned by the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Company. The Kansas 
City, St. Joseph and Council Biuffs Company 
paid during the year dividends amounting to 5 
per cent. on its capital stock, yielding to this 
company the sum of $263,040. The gross earnings 
per mile of rosd operated were $7,497 in 1884 
against $8,022 in 1883. The net earnings per mile 
in 1884 were $3,351 against $3,875 in 1883. 

The percentage of operating expenses to gross 
earnings in 1884 was 55.3, including taxes, against 
51.7 per cent. in 1883. The decrease in earnings 
in 1884 was due to increasing competition and a 
falling off of business, the actual tons moved 
having been 139,708 Icss than in 1883 in spite 
of an increase of 144 miles in the average length 
of road operated. _ ; 

The increase in the ratio of expenses to earn- 
ingsis duein part to the same causes, lower 
rates, and less volume of business, and in part to 
the fact that owing to a change in the law regu- 
lating the collection of taxes in Nebraska the 
company paid in 1884 the taxes for 1883 and also 
for 1884, the amount of the latter year having 
been about $300,000, which, under the old law, 
would not bave been payable till May, 1885. The 
falling off of business in 1884 is to be attributed 
to the dullness of trade generally. 


APPOINTING A RECEIVER. 

INDIANAPOLIS, March 16.—John D. Probst, 
representing the second mortgage bondholders 
of the Indianapolis, Decatur and Springfield 
Road, to-day applied in the Federal court for 
the appointment of a Receiver of the property 
of the company. The Trustees and several 
judgment creditors were made defendants. It 
is simply a suit in equity to decide what method 


shall be taken to sell the road. A majority of 
both the first and second mortgage bondhold- 
ers asked that the suit should be brought and 
that President A. B. Hammond be made Receiver. 
In accordance with their petition, Judge Woods 
appointed Mr. Hammond Receiver. His bond 
was fixed at $50,000, given, and accepted, 
and he at once took possession of the prop- 
erty. This action is taken to hasten the sale of 
the road, and a committee has been appointed 
jointly by the first and second mortgage bond- 
holders to bid the road in whenever the sale 
shall be made. The company will then be reor- 
ganized. It will be remembered that some time 
ago the Trustees were instructed to proceed to 
sellthe road preparatory to a reorganization, 
but there was a legal question as to the validity 
of the sale should they make one without a spe- 
cial order of the court. All parties preferred 
that the property should be placed in the hands 
of a Receiver until the court should decide upon 
the legality of the sale. In addition to the 
jukgments pending against the old Indianapolis, 
Decatur and Springfield corporation, there are 
said to be from $40,000 to $60,000 of rebate claims 
still unsettled, which the company will be rid of 
by these proceedings.

TO RAISE PASSENGER RATES. 

CutcaGo, March 16.— The Passenger 
Agents of the east-bound lines met this morn- 
ing to see if some means could not be agreed 
upon to stop any further loss on account of the 
passenger rate war inaugurated by the fight be- 
between the West Shore and the New-York Cen- 


tral Road. All the east-bound lines running out 
of this city were represented except tne Halti- 
more and Ohio. A new schedule of rates was 
devised and agreed upon by all the roads, to 
take effect at once if the Baltimore and 
Ohio agrees to the arrangement. This 
it will probably do as soon as advised of the 
action of the Passenger Agents here. The 
only reason for the Baltimore and Ohio not 
being represented was because its agent 
was out of the city. The agents agreed to ad- 
vance the passenger rates on a basis of full fare 
to Buffalo, adding thereto the cut rate to New- 
York. This will make the rates from Chicago to 
the principal Eastern points agreed upon as 
follows:

HESAYS HE IS HERE TO SERVE THE INTER- 
ESTS OF THE ROADS HE IS CONCERNED JN. 
When Mr. James McHenry reached the 
city on Saturday by the Bremen steamer Fulda, 
he went at once to his rooms at the Hotel Vic- 
toria, and was busy with his multifarious affairs 
during the whole day. Yesterday, however, he 
was more accessible. Mr. McHenry’s visit will 
continue for several weeks, during which, among 
other things, he expects to submit a plan for 
the rescue of the Reading from its present em- 
barrassments. 
In speaking of the standing of American rail- 
way securities abroad and the eauses which have 
led to their present discredit, Mr. McHenry said: 
“Flow can they be otherwise than shunned by 


every sensibie investor who has been deceived 
heretofore, and consequently lost confidence in 
the entire American system? Still I do not think 
it will be difficult to restore the confidence of in- 
vestors and to put American railways in the 
high position they deserve to occupy. The first 
radical change demanded is an explanation of 
what is past, to clear up all the concealed mys- 
teries, and to have a rigid examination and 
equally vigerous punishment for the mis- 
appropriation of capital. Im the second 
place, there must be adequate security given 
that all the securities issued un to the 
present have been made with the consent and full 
knowledge ot the owners as to the proposed dis- 
position of the funds, and statements given 
showing where the interest on the issues so made 
istocome from. The third requirement, how- 
ever, is absotute security against the recurrence 
of disasters—against the whole system of sink- 
ing funds, car trusts, collateral trusts, freezings 
out, and all the other ingenious and systematic 
inventions of managers for confiscating the 
properties in their charge to theirown use and 
benefit. Absolute publicity is the only adequate 
security against these evils. The annual reports 
of American railways are always received with 
the greatest doubt as to their sincerity and 
truth. This can be offset only by an independent 
audit, which will affix its countersign to the re- 
ports, the auditors to be appointed by the stock- 
holders or proprietors at a public meeting.” 

Mr. McHenry went on: ‘* The particular ob- 
ject of my visit to the United States at the pres- 
ent time is to secure the interests of the Erie, 
the Atlantic and Great Western, and Cleveland, 
Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis Rail- 
roads, in which I am interested. These are all 
at present practicaliy unsalable. While here I 
shall endeavor to induce the managements to 
make such changes in their administration as 
will bring about the return to their intrinsic 
values these valuable properties. It will not 
be my fault if the litigation with the Erie, so 
virulently pursued for so tong, is not brought to 
an end, but the settlement, if made, must be 
creditable to the Erie as well as tome. It is 
well known that the $30,000,000 raised for the 
Erie through my negotiations was apes to 
other purposes than those intended. have a 
suspicion as to their disposition, and it is to the 
interest of the Erie, I think, that the facts 
should become known.” 

In regard to pools the veteran railway finan- 
cier expressed himself as follows: “I bave 
known Mr. Fink for many years by reputation. 
He was highly thought of when he managed the 
Louisville and Nashville. He must be a gentle- 
man utterly devoid of humor when he calmly 
issues his Czar-like ukases for advancing or re- 
ducing the rates for companies in which he is 
not personally interested and with which he has 
no official connection, and therefore no power 
to enforce his commands. The calmness with 
which he listens to the recital of the frauds 
practiced upon him and the simplicity of his at- 
tempts to reform them reminds me of nothing 
so much as of Dogberry giving his orders to the 
watch. The Reading, of the coal roads, is a fine 
illustration of the ill-effects of the pooling sys- 
tem. With a canital of $60,000,000 invested in 
coal lands, the company enters into a combina- 
tion to limit coal production. Its true policy, 
after making such an investment, would be to 
increase its production to the utmost. ~The 
corollary of this is to puta shopkeeper instead 
of a lawyer at the head of the company.” 

Speaking about the limitation of the construc- 
tion of competing or parallel lines, Mr. McHenry 
said: ** Take one of the greatest railways of En- 
gland—the Midijand. Its capitalization exceeds 
that of the Erie, the New-York Central, Penn- 
sylvania, and Baltimore and Ohio combined. It 
was built asa competing line through England 
and Scotland against the lines long established. 
Its common stock is now selling at 125. When 
the Atlantic and Great Western was first built, 
with money furnished or obtained by me, there 
were less than 100 miles of railroad west of St. 
Louis. Now there are over 50,000 miles, and, not- 
withstanding, we are asked to believe that the 


earnings of the Atlantic and Great West- 
ern are less than they were at the time 
the road was opened, and that there 


is no room for a new road like the West 
Shore. Asamatter of fact, business grows in 
the United States with greater rapidity than the 
railway facilities to accommodate it, and the ex- 

lanation of the anomaly of smaller returns and 
ack of business for the railways lies wholly in 
the ghost trains, which are so prominent a feat- 
ure of many of the American lines. ‘hese run 
withovt record of their tonnage, and the reve- 
nue de tved is divided up among confederates in 
the management of such lines.” 

Atthis juncture the valet of Mr. McHenry 
brourht in the cardof Mr. William H.Vanderbilt, 
and, with a hasty adieu, the veteran railroad 
manager sought an inner room for his interview 
with thearch millionaire. 


DADY LEFT IN THE LURCH. 








SUING TO BE ALLOWED TO SHARE A BIG 
SEWER CONTRACT. 

Michael J. Dady’s suit against Thomas 
McCann to have himself declared a partner in a 
contract for constructing $1,000,000 worth of 
sewers in Washington attracted many persons to 
the City Court of Brooklyn yesterday morning. 
Mr, Dady testified that about July 15 he noticed 
an advertisement for bids for laying pipes in the 
District of Columbia, and he made estimates as 
to the cost of the work on which to make the 10 
per cent. depasit. He showed the estimates to 
McCann, who wanted to share in the venture. 
This was agreed upon, and the witness went to 


see Mr. Hazzard, President of the Brook- 
lyn City Railroad Company, and asked him 
to assist them in procuring a_ certified 
check for $70,000 or $80,000. McCann seemed 
for a time to have changed: his mind, but on the 
Sunday following he called at Dady’s house, say- 
ing that after all he wished to go into the vent- 
ure. They talked about the matter in W. J. 
Gaynor’s office, and the latter was told to draw 
up the necessary deeds for transferring a por- 
tion of Mr. McCann’s property to secure the cer- 
tified check. The next day Dady went to Wash- 
ington to took over the situation, to see who 
were the bidders, and to ascertain whether there 
was any combination among them. Dady tele- 
graphed to McCann in the middie of the night 
that everything was fixed; that ““we can win, 
sure,” and desiring that McCann should go to 
Washington. McCann did so, and it was agreed 
that the contract should be in his name, as Dady 
held an office under the Government. 

The bid of Dady & McCann was accepted, and 
a certified check for $60,000 was accepted as 
security. They mutually agreed to execute 
an agreement between them when they reached 
Brooklyn. Dady told the authorities that he 
was going to resign his position as Superintend- 
ent of Public Buildings as he was a party toa 
Government contract. Dady said he introduced 
MeCann to a number of intiuential persons as 
his partner. Dady and McCann felt that they 
would get handsome profits out of the contract, 
but on returning to brookiyn Dady heard from 
different sources that McCann was repudiating 
his connection with it. Then McCann pretended 
to desire to throw up the contract, and Dady of- 
fered to “ go it alone,” give McCann $10,000, and 
find the collateral for the certified check. Later 
on McCann telegraphed to Dady alluding to 
*“my contract,’’ and Dady retorted by telegraph: 

“ No more your contract than mine. Perhaps it was 
we]! for me to keep a copy of all telegrams between us, 
also names of people we talkedto about the contract. 
The indications are you are trying to shut me out. You 
will have a nice time, Lcan assure you. Plenty of wit- 
nesses hereto our agreement, Don’t think I am a fool. 
Ihave never been tuken for one yet, and 1am the 
man of all men here who won't let you or any other 
man rob him. I can assure you I have taken every 
precaution. I have heard ot the manI was dealing 
with. You have shown your teeth too soon.” 

McCann suggested that Dady should takea 
pick and go to work, but the latter thoukht Mc- 
Cann was better fitted forthe job. The sewer 
‘was to be laid by next December, and the con- 
tract required the employment of about 400 
men. Dady thought the contract was worth 
$50,000. He ottered McCann $20,000 to give up 
his share. 

After the letter had been read, and this inter- 
change of compliments repeated. the counsel 
conferred with McCann, and, rising, said if the 
other side meant business McCann would listen, 
but they did not want talk and “taffy.” They 
wanted money, and $20,000 would be accepted, 
and the matter might rest there. The offer was 
not taken. Counsel for defendant tried to show 
that a suit brought in Washington by Dady 
against McCann was a perfect bar to this action, 
but he was notsustained. The case was not ended. 





MITCHELL & KINZLER’S COMPROMISE. 

The creditors of Mitchell & Kinzler, pro- 
prietors of the Hotel Brunswick, met at the 
hotel yesterday afternoon to hear the report of 
the committee of five appointed at the meeting 
last week. The committee reported that the 
firm had offered to pay their preferred creditors 
in notes carying 6 per cent. interest at two years. 
The unpreferred creditors they proposed to give 
30 per cent. of their claims, this percentage to 
he paid in cash on all claims not exceeding $300. 
On claims exceeding $300 the percentage would 
be paid in notes at one year, bearing 6 per cent. 
interest. The payment of the notes was to be 
secured by a mortgazee on the hotel property. 
Messrs. Mitchell & Kinzler proposed, in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the majority of the 
ereditors, to associate with themselves the As- 
signee, Mr. R, H. Southgate, and give him the 
entire control and management of the business 
of the hotel. The fecling of the meeting, ob- 
tained by a vote, wasin favor of accepting the 
proposition. Some of the creditors could not 
sign the papers, owing to the necessity of con- 
sulting their partners, but many of the heaviest 
creditors signed at the close of the meeting, and 
no doubt was expressed that the proposition 





would be accepted by ali. 


TEMPERANCE MEN CONFER 











DISCUSSING A BILL TO AMEND 
THE EXCISE LAWS. 
SOME OF ITS PROVISIONS--SELLING LIQUOR 
TO MINORS—THE POLICE ENCOURAGED 
TO ENFORCE IT. 

In response to an invitation from the 
Chureh Temperance Society and the Society for 
the Prevention of Crime, representatives of 
most of the religious denominations in this city 
and of many temperance societies gathered in 
Grace Hall last evening to discuss the high 
license Excise bill. Copies of the bill, the pfin- 
cipal features of which have already been de- 
scribed in Tae Times, were handed to each 
person as he entered tbe room, and when As- 
sistant Bishop Potter called the conference, as it 
was termed, to order, nearly everybody in the 
room had a more or legs clear idea of its pro- 
visions. 

Robert Graham said thatin February a com- 
mittee of temperance men called on Mayor 
Grace and urged him to use his influence to se- 
cure a better enforcement in this city of the ex- 
cise law. ‘Before the law can be enforced,” 
replied Mayor Grace, ‘* there should be an excise 
law which some man can understand. Frame a 
new law, and at the same time consider whether 
or not it is advisable to provide that the 
workingmen can get malt liquor to drink at 
certain hours during Sunday.” The suggestion 
that a new bill should be framed had taken root 
in the hearts of the committee, and the one be- 
fore the conference was the outgrowth of the 
seed sown by the Mayor. When it had been 
considered by the conference it would be sub- 


mitted tothe Mayor and Corporation Counsel, 
and, if approved by them, go to the Legislature. 

Speaking of the scope of the measure, ex- 
Judge Arnoux said that the drafting com- 
mittee, of which he was a member, had argued 
that the imposition of a high license would 
largely reduce the number of saloons and at the 
same time enable the city to derive a revenue 
from the business greater than has been re- 
ceived from the liquor traffic since the days of 
Fernando Wood's Police bill. In one year then 
ro receipts from licenses were increased ten 

mes. 

Dr. Howard Crosby said sarcastically that un- 
der the present law only persons of high moral 
character were licensed. The new bill would be 
satished with ew entding citizens as saloon keep- 
ers. It provided that no license should be grant- 
ed toa person who had been convicted of a felony 
or to a person cenvicted of a misdemeanor within 
three years. A licenseto sell any kind of liquor 
to be drank on the premises would cost $1,000 in 
New-York and Brooklyn and $500 elsewhere in 
the State; to sell wine and beer $500 in New- 
York and Brooklyn and $250 elsewhere; to sell 
beer and cider $i00 in New-York and Brooklyn 
and $50 elsewhere. ‘ By making the distinction 
between strong drink and beer,” said Dr. 
Crosby, “it is hoped that a great deal of 
whisky will be turned into beer. We have 
also provided stringent punishment for the 
sale of strong liquors under a lower license 
than the class to which they belong. I propose 
that one-half of the money received for convic- 
tions of men who violate their license shall go to 
the police pension fund. Then the whole body 
of the pohce would be with us in enforcing the 
law. [Applause.| 1 would suggest also that no 
license be granted to sell liquor within 
of any school or place of worship, to any place 
connected with a grocery, to any place of amuse- 
ment, to any excursion boat, or to any person 
who is nota citizen; also, that no Excise Com- 
missioner shall be interested in any license.” 

The Rev. Dr. Platt, of Rochester, N. Y., said 
that in temperance work he always aimed to 
prevent men from forming the habit of drink- 
ing. “I object,” he said, ‘*to any legislation 
which will make these places cheap. I would 
marke beer saloons the most expensive of all, for 
itis there men start to driak. It would be bet- 
ter for poor men and women if they could find 
no li uor shop cheap enough for them.” 
license is three times as great as the present 
fee,’ interrupted Dr. Crosby. 

“Jt ought to be three times as great as you 
propose to makefit,”’ said Dr. Platt. “I would sug- 
gest also that for each conviction of violation of 


license the prosecuting attorney receive a fee of 


$100, to be paid by the defendant, or if he can’t 
pay it, by the county.” 


illiam C. Beecher described the regulation of 


the liquor traffic which the bil) proposed and 
answered a running fire of questions from all 
over the room. The bill proposed to keep saloons 
and barrooms closed on Sunday because the cém- 
mittee considered it a day of peace and rest. On 
that day, too, the workingman had his wages, 
and he would spend them in a saloon if the door 
stood open to him. “In behalf of the work- 
ingman, as well as the moral __ senti- 
ment of the community, it seems to me,” 
said Mr. Beecher, * that there should be no open 
hours on Sunday.” The committee had also 
sought to introduce tbe Massachusetts law, 
which provides that neither screens, stained 


glass, nor beer kegs shall obstruct the view of 


the interior of the saloon from the street. To 
give anattorney a fee for conviction would, 
Mr. Beecher thought, be most disastrous. Give 
a jury the argument that an attorney was prose- 


cuting for hisown pocket and you wouldn’t get 


a conviction. ; 

That clause of the new bill which fixed the 
minimum age of persons to whom liquor shall 
be sold at 16 years provoked the warmest attack 
on the bill of theevening. The Rey. Dr. Will- 
iam B. Brown said that in Chicago, where the 
high-license system had been tested better than 
in any other city of the Union, minors had been 
absolutely driven from saloons, because the 
State law prohibited the sale of liquor to any 
minor, whether he was 16 years old or not. 

‘But in Chicago,”’ said Mr. Beecher, ‘tthe Law 
and Order League concentrates its efforts upon 
the prevention of the sale of liquor to minors.”’ 

“ That is true,” said Dr. Brown. The Rev. Dr. 
J. Mj Worrall corroborated Dr. Brown’s state- 
ments concerning the effort of the enforcement 
in Chicago of this particular clause of the 
Lltinois law. 

“You remove the restriction,” he said, “at 
the very worst and most critical period of a 
boy’s life. You can concentrate more people on 
= eae clause than any other clause of the 

ill. 


James H. Laird objected to appeals from the 
action of the Excise Commissioners being taken 
to the Mayor, who, he said, was overburdened 
with work already, ‘‘and, besides,” said Mr. 
Laird, ‘is usually the head of some political or- 
ganization. The appeals should be sent to a 
court which would have to be, and some time 
will be, created especially for that work. In the 
meantime they ought to go to some such body 
as the General Term of the Superior Court.” 

The Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts thought that the 
presence of persons in a saloon, when the sa- 
loons should be closed, ought to be a sufficient 
evidence of a violation of the law. Ex-Judge 
Arnoux said that the arguments advanced had 
so strengthened the members of the committee 
that they were all in favor of the Illinois law. 
Mr. F. W. Rounds desired that liquor sellers 
should not be permitted to sell to ex-convicts. 
** At least one-half of the young men who come 
out of the Elmira Reformatory and then fall 
again,’’ said Mr. Rounds, * fall through liquor.” 

A telegram from the Buffalo Citizens’ Reform 
Association to the Rev, Father McMillan, of this 
city, was read by ex-Judge Arnoux. It stated 
that the association approved of the main 
features of the new bill, and suggested several 
minor amendments. The conference adopted a 


resolution against keeping saloons open any 
part of Sunday, arguing that special privileges 


ought not to be extended to liquor sellers, and 
urging the Mayor to see that the excise laws 
were better enforced. 








A MONEY EXCHANGE WANTED. 


The practice of exchanging foreign for 
American money has been carried on at the 
Barge Office, apparently chiefly for the purpose 
of accommodating the foreigners who come to 
this country for pleasure or on business, and 
neglect to provide themselves with currency ac- 


ceptuble to the customs authorities for duties. 


While the propriety of permitting a Government 
officer to conduct a money exchange business in 


the Barge Office has been questioned, it is gen- 


erally conceded thatto bave no such facilities 


for exchange would cause great inconvenience. 
Special Agents Tichenor and Spalding believe 
that some arrangement should be made with 
some reputable outside person for carrying on 
this exchange business. 

Collector Robertson gave orders more than 
three years ago which were designed to prevent 
any Government employe from doing a money 
exchange business, no matter on what pretext. 
Some weeks ago he ascertained that Mr. Bick- 
ford, the entry clerk at the Barge Office, was ex- 
changing foreign and American money as an 
accommodation for the newly arrived passen- 
gers. The Collector at once issued instructions 
that the practice must cease. A day or two 
after Special Agents Tichenor and Spalding dis- 
covered that the practice had been in vogue 
and were informed that it had been stopped 
by order of jthe Collector. An investigation 
into the expediency of permitting a reputable 
outside party to establish a money exchange 
bureau in the Barge Office has elicited the fact 
that such an enterprise by itseif would not be 
profitable. It is stated that the amount of 
money which a money broker at the Barge 
Office would be likely to be called upon to ex- 
change would not yield him much more than 

150 or $200 per annum in commissions. The 

ollector has asked the Surveyor of the Port for 
information and an opinion on this subject. 








WILLIAM H. BOSTWICK MISSING. 

The disappearance of William H. Bost- 
wick, a rea} estate broker, was reported to the 
police last night. He lived with his mother and 
sister at No. 279 West One Hundred and Twenty- 
eighth-street, and had not done business to any 
extent for sometime. Three months ago he had 
an attack of brain fever, and be had partly re- 
covered trom it, but his mental condition was 
such that he needed an attendant. Yesterday 
he went to the Real Mstate Exchange and there 
evaded the man who accompanied him.

Garden two monster crowds of spectators yes- 
terday afternoon and evening. For an hour 
before the performances in the three rings and 
on the stage began thousands of men, women, 
an@ children thronged the portion of the Garden 
set apart onthe Fourth-avenue side for the 
menagerie and collection of living curiosi- 
ties. The only Jumbo waved his trunk 
in a friendly way to his visitors, and 
absorbed peanuts, apples and cakes by the 
peck as they were contributed by his ad- 
mirers. The sacred white clephant stood in 


stately majesty upon a raised platform and 
gazed placidly and with dignity upon the multi- 
tude, while his high priests made what they un- 
doubtedly regarded as delightful music in his 
honor. Mrs. Tom Thumb, who is soon to as- 
sume & new name, received her guests standing 
on a Diatform, and glittering in diamond offer- 
inge, the gifts of Emperors, Kings, and Queens 
of the Old World. The number of living curios- 
ities attached to the great show is this year 
larger than ever, and they attracted a great 
deal of attention. There is the usual fat 
boy and fat girl, and the male and 
female living skeletons, the albino children, and 
the Indians, and in addition to these there are 
Jo-Jo, the Sky terrier man, the woman who 
sews with her feet, a band of Sioux Indians, can- 
nibals, Afghans, and a number of other strange 
and curious people gathered together from 
every quarter of the habitable globe. The 
menagerie is larger than ever, and includes 
specimens of almost every wild beast that is 
known to the naturalist. The largest hera of 
elephants and drove of camels ever brought to- 
gether under one roof is now to be seen at the 
Garden. Elepbants and camels together occupy 
the entire Twenty-sixth-street side, and there is 
no room left for anything else in this part of the 
building. 

Of the performance itself it is impossible to 
give but a faint idea, so many are the acts going 
on simultaneously in three rings and on the 
stage. The opening procession is gorgeous and 
bewildering to the eye. While elegantly dressed 
men and women are riding magnificent and spir- 
ited horses in the three rings a parade embracing 
eepnene, camels, sacred oxen, llamas, ponies, 
and horses, mounted by riders in gorgeous cos- 
tumes, is circling around the large outer ellipse. 
This is the opening spectacle of the great show, 
and it is followed by two hours of performances 
inthe rings and on the stage, which are enliv- 
ened by the antics of 22 clowns, no one of whom 
speaks a word, but each of whom succeeds in af- 
fore plenty of food for laughter by the spec- 

ators. 

One of the principal features of the perform- 
ance is the exploits of Nala-Damajante, the 
Hindoo snake charmer. This woman handles 
six large snakes with as little fear as though 
they were harmless toys. She winds them about 
her neck and body, ties them around her like 
belts, allows them to kiss her, fondles them, and 
ends by twining them all about her body, where 
they wriggle and spit until the spectators shud- 
der at the danger which this woman does not 
fear. Another feat which is wonderful in its 
effect upon the spectators is that of Miss 
Zamamoto, who descends a ladder barefooted, 
stepping upon the upturned blades of sharp 
swords. This is the first time that this feat has 
been done in America. Viola Rivers, Josie De 
Mott, and Elena Jeal show some graceful and 
daring specimens of bareback riding, and 
Charles Fish, the world’s champion, roused the 
spectators toa pitch of irresistible enthusiasm 
by his exploits asa bareback rider. He is cer- 
tainly the best rider that has ever appeared in 
this city, and the applause which rewarded his 
efforts was well deserved. Mlle. Zuela aston- 
ished and thrilled the spectators by her perform- 
ances on the tight wire. She walked it with her 
feet inclosed in baskets, with her eyes blind- 
folded, and covered with a sack, and ended 
her performance by shooting across the wire on 
abycicle. Zamamoto’s slack wire performance 
was loudly cheered, and when he ended by walk- 
ing up an inclined wire and sliding rapidly back 
the enthusiasm found vent in loud demonstra- 
tions. The most wonderful performance on the 
wire, however, was that of Juan Calcedo, who 
walked the slender pathway in heeled boots, to 
which long spurs were attached, turned somer- 
saults on the wire, balanced himself ona chair, 
danced, sat down, and performed a series of 
feats which amazed the spectators. The gen- 
eral verdict of those who visited the Garden last 
night was that the great Barnum never gave a 
greater show. 








CHARITY MUST BE CULTIVATED. 
Notwithstanding the disagreeable weath- 
er over 500 persons gathered in the Calvary 
Baptist Church, in Fifty-seventh-street, last 
evening, for the third of the Winter series of 
meetings of the New-York Sunday School As- 
sociation. The speakers of the evening were the 


Rev. Dr. Arthur Mitchell, Secretary of the Pres- 
byterian Board of Foreign Missions; F. A. Fer- 
rirs, and the Rev. Dr. R. S. MacArthur, The bur- 
den of the talk was the necessity of instructing 
Sunday school children in regard to foreign 
missions. Dr. Mitchell chose as his sub- 
ject, ‘“‘Our relations as Sunday school teach- 
ers to the last command of the ODi- 
vine Redeemer,” and said, ‘Even now, 
1,800 years after Christ died, there are hundreds 
of millions of people on this globe who never 
saw or heard of the Bible. The Christian com- 
munities of tbe earth are mere patches upon its 
surface. There are 7,000,000 Sunday school 
scholars and 1,000,000 teachers in this country, a 
perfect magazine of power, and they must 
be educated to care gor and go out to the 
heathen. They will have to do it when we older 
ones are gone or missionary work will become a 
thing of the past. Parents must do this, but 
teachers must help, and it must be begun 
among this vast class of young, energetic men 
and women, boys and girls.” 

Mr. Ferriss, who belongs: to the Fourteenth- 
Street Presbyterian Church, gave a history of 
the manner of conducting the Sunday school 
services there and the manner of making collec- 
tions. Each Sunday all the children make an of- 
fering, whatever they cau give, and in 29 years 
they have taken up $29,000. In the last 10 years 
$10,913 has been received in offerings, and this 
sum necessitated 107,546 separate contributions. 
He told many stories of childish ideas about giv- 
ing, and argued that liberality was not a human 
trait; it had to be cultivatea. Dr. MacArthur 
argued in much the same line, giving personal 
experiences among missionaries as evidence of 
their great usefulness. 


FIFTY-THREE STRIKING BRICKLAYERS. 

Fifty-three bricklayers refused to go to 
work on the Potter Building, in Park-row, yes- 
terday morning, and declared that they woulda 
not work until their demands were acceded to. 
Last Summer the unions passed a resolution fix- 
ing the rate of wages at $4 for nine hours* work. 
A large number of property owners and con- 


trdctors acceded to the bricklayers’ demands, 
among them Mr. Potter. Later in the season, 
when work became scarce, the employers com- 
pasa the men to work at the rate of 40 cents an 

our, or $4 for 10 hours’ work. Recently 
the bricklayers’ unions have been again 
agitating for the nine-hour rule at $4 per day, 
and Mr. Potter’s men appointed a committee,who 
informed Mr. Potter that hereafter they would 
not work for less than $4 for nine hours’ work. 
Another grievance of which the men com- 
plained was that they had been made to wait 
until 5:30 o’clock on Saturday before they were 
paid off, the regular time being 4. Mr. Potter 
said that that mmission had been unavoidable, 
and was not intentiona). Hehad been very busy 
on that day, and the money had arrived later 
than usual from the bank. With regard to the 
demand for a return to last year’s rule of nine 
hours Mr. Potter said that all the most promi- 
nent builders were paying no more than 40 cents 
an hour. The men had not actually struck, but 
they had not gone to work on account of the 
cold weather. He would not say whether he 
was going tc allow his men $4 for nine hours’ 
work, but he hoped to make a satisfactory ar- 
rangement with them. 











STRIKERS RIOTING IN BROOKLYN. 

About 150 men employed at Finlay’s 
stores, Brooklyn, yesterday refused to submit to 
areduction in wages and struck. The proprie- 
tor of the stores asked Mr. Franklin Woodruff, 
the proprjetor of Woodruff’s stores, for assist- 
ance and that gentleman sent to New-York for 
alot of Swedes and Norwegians to take the 
places of the strikers. These latter were brought 
to Woodruft’s stores by mistake and were imme- 
diately surrounded by the vehement strikers, 
who threatened to do them ail manner of bodily 
harmit they went to work. A detachment of 
police from the Eleventh Precinct came to con- 
duct the substitutes to Finlay’s stores, and just 
as the party was starting off the enraged strikers, 
who saw their enemies about to escape from 
their vengeance, hurled a volley of heavy stones 
among them. Several men were hit and Ole 
Erickson, a Swede, was severeiy cut in the head 
by one ot the missiles. He was taken tothe Long 
Island College Hospital. The other relays were 
sately escorted to Finlay’s stores, but on arriv- 
ing there they refused to ro to work, because 
they were afraid of the strikers. <A larger de- 
tachment of police arrived and the substitutes’ 
fears were allayed. Noserious outbreak is an- 
ticipated. 





ASTEER PREMATURELY SLAUGHTERED 
Anunruly red Texas steer profited yes- 
terday by an opportunity to escape from the 
yard of aslaughter house in First-avenue, be- 
tween Forty-sixth and Forty-seventh streets, and 
ran down First-avenue to Forty-second-street, 
then to Second-avenue and Thirty-sixth-street, 
and acrosstown. The animal did not go faster 
tnan a steady lope, and was followed by a crowd 
of boys anda butcher to Tenth-avenue, where 
Officer R. McGinley, of the Twentieth Precinct, 
joined in the chase and managed to adroitly cor- 
ral the beast, which had behaved admirably, in 
a stockade of wagons, so thata wagon drawn 
across the gap by which it entered penned it in 
securely. ‘Chea MeGinley began to fire at its 
head with a revolver of 32 calipre, and at the fifth 
shot the steer was beet. A butcher cut the ani- 
mai’s throat and the carcase was delivered to 
Patrick McKeon, of No. 686 bhird-avenue. 


THE ORIGIN OF SLUMMING. 


— or 
THE GREAT GOOD ACCOMPLISHED BY MR. 
MEARNS’S LITTLE BOOK. 

By a thoughtful provision in the constitu- 
tion of the Congregational Club it is not permit- 
ted to transact any business at its monthly meet- 
ings before 7:30P. M. As its meetings are gen- 
erally convened two hours earlier than this, the 
interim is devoted by the club and its guests to 
the disposal of a good dinner. This rule was 
adopted last night, but as the dinner was espe- 
cially good and the guests many it was 8 o’clock 
before * The Bitter Cry of New-York” was in- 
troduced as the subject of discussion by the Rev. 
Dr. A, H. Bradford. Last night’s meeting, as 
usual, was held at No. 22 West T wenty-third- 
street, 

Dr. Bradford referred at some length toapam- 
phiet written by the Rev. Andrew Mearns, of 
the London Congregational Union, entitled 
“The Bitter Cry of Outcast England.” This 
publication gave birth to the fashionable amuse- 
ment known as “*siumming.” “To this little 
book,” said Dr. Bradford, ‘‘may be attributed a 
revival of the interest taken by the better classes 
in the condition of the poor. This revival dates 
from 1883. It is impossible to exaggerate the de- 
based condition of thousands of London’s peo- 
ple. The outcome of their frightful state was 
‘The Bitter Cry of Outcast London,’ and I am 
adding nothing to its worth when I say that 
nothing written in the English language has had 
more widespread influence for good. The re- 
vival occasioned by its appearance has been since 
constantly gaining momentum.” 

Dr. Bradford told his hearers how the efforts 
of Mr. Mearns bad resulted in the building of 
refuges where work, food, clothing, and shelter 
were afforded the poor of London. He also ex- 
papned that the work done by the Congrega- 
tidnalists, great asit was, was not to be compared 
in extent to that performed by the Established 
Church. He concluded by telling how Mr. 
Mearns’ had apologized tor not inviting him to 
his house on his last visitto London. Mr. Mearns 
said that his house had been turned into an old 
clothes depot, that there were 3,000 suits there 
waiting to be repaired, and that his wife was at- 
tending to the job. 

The Rev. W. S. Rainsford, of St. Georgo’s 
Protestant Episcopal Church, was the first to 
speak on the general subject of the evening. 
“ Before taking orders,’’ he said, “I was one of 
a@ number who did volunteer work in Bethnal 
Green, one of the worst spotsin London. Two 
of my companions were young men who gave 
up huge fortunes that they might be able to 
live, week in and week out, among the outcast 
poor of London. There is nothing in New-York 
to compare with the crushed mass of poverty 
in London. lit seems to be impossible to 
have here the helpless squeezing which 
is possible in a city of lLondon’s size. 
We are face to face with a system of 
housing our people, ror which we are responsi- 
ble. The tenement house system is of 200 years’ 
growthin London. Here it cannot be more than 
a third of this age, yet it isa problem to solve. 
I don’t want to speak uncharitubly, but this sys- 
tem has allowed much property to fall into the 
hands of a lowclass of men, of men who don’t 
and can’t take a high view of the question. Our 
best influence should be used to get men of 
wealth and character to put their money into 
down-town property. The Christian world hasn’t 

et brought its wealth to the feet of the Saviour. 

here are menin this city who are willing to, 
and others who, if not willing, must be made 
willing to, accept 4instead of 14 per cent. for 
their money.” 

Mr. Rainsford was warmly applauded as he 
finished and gave place to Mr. Chester F, Win- 
gate, who furnished some statistics which 
seemed to surprise his hearers. The first tene- 
ment house was buult here, he said, 40 years ago, 
and now there are 18,000 of them. Enough peo- 
ple had died in one of theseto make a pile 90 feet 

igh if the bodies were Jaid one on another. An- 
other tenement, he said, had the highest death 
rate in the world. Sixteen hundred people had 
died within its walls. With little alteration, 
however, most of the tenement houses could be 
made habitable, he thought. This could be ac- 
complished by reforming the people who lived 
in them. 

Mrs. Josephine Shaw Lowell, of the State 
Board of Charities, was received with marked 
demonstrations of welcome. She threw the 
blame of the present condition of the poor of 
New-York upon the churches and benevolent 
societies of the city. Tothe lack of judgment 
shown in the distribution of charity, in her 
opinion, should: be attributed the increase of 
poverty and its accompanying ills. She illus- 


trated her meaning with the following 
story: ‘“‘A poor washerwoman returned to 
her home ope evening, having by hard 


work, earned a dollar. A neighbor who did not 
pretend to work showed her an order for a dollar 
she had received from a charitable association. 
The woman was barely able to live by working 
hard. Shefound she could live as well by not 
working atall. Hercaseis tut that of thou- 
sands.”’ 

Mrs, Lowell reproached the authorities bitterly 
for neglecting to provide the poor with even a 
playground, and said thata child who lived in 
Hester-street could scarcely be expected to walk 
to Central Park for a little open-air amusement.

HOW ELECTIONS WERE LOST. 








EVERETT P, WHEELER EXPLAINS SOME DE- 
FEATS OF THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 


Everett P. Wheeler read a paper before 
the Young Men’s Democratic Clnb last even- 


ing on “The Democratic Campaigns tor 
the President Since the War.” Mr. 
Wheeler maintained that the Democratic 


Party initstrue character was progressive, and 
the reason that it had not met with success was 
because it had, in a certain measure, departed 
from its principles. However, it always ad- 
hered to the principle of equal rights toall. It 
demanded that taxation be just and that the 
taxing power should not be used in the interest 
of a privileged class. in 1860, when it was de- 


feated, it maintained a low and just tariff, 
but the civil war absorbed all other questions. 
The speaker believed that the attitude of the 
Democratic Party to slavery was due to the 
principle that it upheld of equal rights to all 
citizens, and that it respected the rights of the 
citizens of the South in the manner in which 
they understood them, and not to any desire to 
break up the Union. {t was a mistake that cost 
the party its power, and which, conjoined with 
wrong on both sides, ied tothe war. When the 
war was ended many of the Democratic. leaders 
had gone over to the Republican side. Then the 
Democracy became embarrassed with the ques- 
tion of reconstruction, and this, together with 
the financial question, lost toit the elections of 
1868 and of 1872. 

Had the leaders not been so opposed to the 
amendment it would have been possible for the 
South tocome in under its white leaders ard 
have a share in representation. This opposition 
was seized upon by the boldest leaders of the 
Republican Party as an opportunity for forming 
a party among the blacks with “ carpet bag”’ 
leaders in whom the blacks were to place con- 
fidence. The Democratic position in regard to 
the financial question at that time was also un- 
fortunate, and the Republican Party took ad- 
vantage Of all the prejudices that then existed 
and received the alliance of business men. In 
1872 the Democrats deserted their tried leaders 
and took a man who, however brilliant and 
honest, did not as an extcutive leader have the 
confidence of the party. Then came Grant’s 
second term. : 

In 1874 the Demccrats had a majority in Con- 
gress, anda good prospect of winning in 1876. 
The return to specie payments, the speaker 
claimed, was a Democratic measure. Mr. 
Wheeler reviewed the history of the Electoral 
Commission, and remarked that the submission 
of the Democracy to the decision of that com- 
mission was more to its credit than any other 
event in its history. Another mistake that the 
Democrats made was when they told Hayes 
that they would not vote for any army 
supplies unless Federal supervision in Con- 
gressional elections should be repealed. 
The campaign of 1880 was carried on 
by the Bourbons, the most unsuccessful that a 
party was ever cursed with. The campaign doc- 
uments were arebash of what had been said be- 
fore and were not applicable to the facts or 
issues before the people. With regard to the 
tariff question the party took a too pronounced 
judgment forthe time. Tariff for revenue only 
was piaced before the people as one of its doc- 
trines, and there was no one to defend it. The 
defeat in Maine had also alarmed the Republican 
office holders, and they'all worked as a unit to re- 
tain power. The leaders of the Republican 
Party did not have the confidence of the people, 
but the people did not trust the Democrats, and 
so they left the dominant party in power. 

In 1884 the Democratic Party did not go be- 
fore the country with glittering generalities, 
but it prepared a platform whose doctrines and 
promises it was prepared to enforce and carry 
out. The realization of civil service retorm, the 
speaker believed, was chiefly due to the Demo- 
crats. He quoted authorities to the effect that 
every party that thought it had a claim to 
power and to the support of its followers by the 
distribution of oftices would make more ene- 
mies than friends, because there were not 
enough places to goround. On these issues of 
equal taxation and of civil service reform the 
party would ever win, and would cover itself 
with honor and glory.

The funeral services over the remains of 
the Rev. Fatuer Leonard E. McKiernan were 
held yesterday in St. Anthony’s Roman Catholic 
church, of Sullivan-street,of which he was pastor. 
A solemn requiem mass was celebrated at 10 
o’clock. The Rey. Father Lovell, of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, preached the funeral sermon. Among 
the clergymen vresent were the Right Kev. 
Archbishop Corrigan, Father Leo, of Winsted, 
Conn.; Father McCormack, of St. Patrick's 
Cathedral; Father Charies, Father Cornelius, and 
many others. The pall bearers were Thomas F. 
McDermott, James O’Gara, Patrick Brady,

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FTER FOUR SWINDLERS. 


ATTEMPT TO BREAK UP A COM 
NECTICUT CONFIDENCE GAME. 
NEW-YORK MERCHANTS WHO HAVE BEER 
SYSTEMATICALLY AND SUCCESSFULLY 

SWINDLED BY COUNTRYMEN, 


Hartrorp, Conn., March 16,—For abou 
two years four swindlers, C. B. Thompson, of 
Bridgewater; H. §. Willis, of New-Milford; 
Charles Potter, a former New-Milford man, and 
John W. Richmond, of New-York, have operated 
together in sending fraudulent orders to mer- 
chants and manufacturers for goods. The plan 
was to first send directions for samples to be sent, 
and upon their arrival to make a definite order 
for goods which requested immediate attention 
and shipment as freight. The goods were ordered 
to be sent either to Bridgewater, Roxbury, or 
New-Milford, and the orders were mostly in 
Thompson’s handwriting. Letter heads were 
employed for correspondence, having some- 
times the business card of one of the swindlers 
and again that of another, although neither had 
a store, and the only place owned by either cone 
venient for storage was a shed near Thompson’s 
house in Bridgewater. As the goods were re- 
ceived they were either sold in the vicinity of 
the towns to which they were shipped or ree 
shipped to other places and disposed of, It is es- 
timated that from $50,000 to $75,000 worth of 
goods have been obtained upon the fraudulent 
orders which have been sent to dealersin all 
parts of the country. Among the business 
men and firms in New-York City who have 
received orders, and in many ceees filled them, 
are E. J. Webster, No. 14 Maiden-lane, silver 
plated ware; Suisberger & Co., No. 78 Barrow: 
street, cigars; Frank L. Froment, No. 112 John« 
street, iron; Bolen & Byrne, No. 412 East Fifty. 
fourth-street, soda; Mills & Everett, No. 106

The con- 
cerns in Hartford that have been swindled are

jamin Wood. The articles obtained include all 
general merchandise usually sold in a country 
store. 

Abouta year ago there was some exposure of 
the transactions of the men in a local newspaper 
at New-Milford, but Thompson published a bold 
reply, and by a display of impudence succeeded 
in facing down public criticism for the time 
being. He andhis partners have insisted that 
they were doing a business which the Jaw could 
not interfere with, while admitting to some ex- 
text its questionable character. There were com- 
plaints to the Post Office Department about the 
use of the mails 4 the swindlers, and the matter 
was placed in the hands of Inspector P. H. 
Woodward, who had charge of the detective 
service in the star route cases. He followed up 
all clews, and on Saturday last United States At- 
torney Stanton, of this city, sent Deputy Mar- 
shal A. P. Moore to New-Milford to arrest Willis 
and Thompson.

The woman's request made bim suspect 
that her uncommon hurry might have some- 
thing to do with the matter he hadin hand, She 
did not get an opportunity to pass until her 
own house was reached, and there the young 
man who was with her left her and ran to the 
shed near the house shouting to Thompson that 
Willis had been arrested, and telling him to look 
out for himself. Thompson at once ran into the 
—. and that is the last the officer has heard 
of him. 

Willis was prema to this city to-day, and was 
held for trialin the United States courtin May 
by Commissioner Marvin. In default of bonds 
of $2,000 he was committed to jail. 

It isexpected that Thompson will be captured 
if he does not surrender himself. His wife will 
be liable tu arrest and to about the same punish- 
ment as te would get on conviction for aiding 
him to escape. No effort is being made to secure 
Potter, who is out of the State.and is believed 
to be in other business now. Richmond’s arrest 
wen looked for to-day, as his place of abode was 

nown. 











A MAN AND A WOMAN LYNCHED. 

OMAHA, Neb., March 16.—A bout 1 o’clock 
Sunday morning 50 masked men went to the 
house of Thomas Jones, of Cisy County, in this 
State, took out Jones and Mrs. Tuylor, and 
hanged them {to the railroad bridge near by. 
Four other occupants of the house were securely 
bound and guarded till daylight, when they 
were ordered 60 leave the country. William and 
John Jones were also ordered to leave the coun- 
try within 30 days. The bodies of Jones and Mrs. . 
Taylor were left swinging from the bridge until 
2 o'clock Sunday afternoon, when they were cut 
down and an inguest was held. The parties were 
suspected of numerous robberies recently com- 
mitted in that vicinity, and with also being im- 
plicated in the murder of Edwin Roberts a 
month ago. Public sentiment in Fairfield, 
the county seat, is against lynching.

GEN, HAZEN ON THE STAND 


HIS COUNSEL ASSAILS EX-SECRE- 
TARY LINCOLN. 

THE ACCUSED SIGNAL OFFICER EXPLAINS 
AND EXCUSES HIS CONDUCT—MR. LIN- 
COLN’S MOTIVES IMPUGNED. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—In the Hazen 
court-martial to-day counsel for the defense 
asked to be allowed to introduce as evidence 
copies of two telegrams sent by Gen. Hazen from 

Washington Territory on Sept. 21 and 22, 1883, 

respectively, to Capt. Mills, then acting as Chief 

Signal Officer, and one from Capt. Mills to Gen. 

Hazen, dated Sept. 22, 1883. Counsel said that 

these telegrams would show that up to Sept. 2 

and 22 Gen. Hazen had not received any infor- 

mation that the Secretary of War had decided 
not to send a relief expedition to the are- 








tic regions in that Fall, in spite of 
the fact that Capt. Miils had by tele- 
gram of Sept. 19 communicated that 


decision to him. The Judge-Advocate objected 
to the introduction of the telegrams on the 
ground of their irrelevancy to the matter at 
issue. The telegrams were read to the court for 
its information. One ‘of them, from: Gen. 
Hazen, dated at Neal Bay, Washington Terri- 
tory, Sept. 21, 1883, addressed to Capt. Mills read 
as follows: “If it is too early for sledges, 
parties must start up in boats.” The second 
telegram is dated New-Tacoma, Washington 
Territorry, is addressed to Capt. Mills, and is as 
foliows: “‘Has question been asked St. Jonn: 
*Can vessel reach at or near Upernavik?’ Greely 


will retreat south.” The telegram from Capt. 
Mills to Gen. Hazen reads as follows: “ Garling- 
ton and Commander Wildes both advise against 
expedition this year. Doubtful if vessel could 
reach Upernavik. Sleding from that paint 
would be impracticable. Garlington and Yantic 
ordered home.” The court, after private con- 
sultation, refused to allow the introduction of 
the telegrams as evidence. 

The defense then called Gen. Hazen to the 
stand. He testified that he is a Brigadier-Gen- 
eral in the army and Chief Signal Officer, and 
that he has been an officer of the army since 
855, and was never before arraigned before a 
court-martial. He was asked: ‘* Please state by 
what authority and by whom the Lady Franklin 
Bay expedition was organized and set in mo- 
tion.” The Judge-Advocate objected to the 
question. Judge Mackey, of counsel for the ac- 
cused, replying to the objection, asked: “If this 
uestion cannot be answered, when and where 
shall the seal of silence be taken from the lips of 
the witness?” Continuing, he said: “It is emi- 
nently material who set this expedition in 
motion. At the proper time I shall exbibit 
the statute by which it wasset in motion and 
shali proceed to snow that the decision of the 
Secretary of War was a matter made by statute 
foreign to his jurisdiction. This goes to the very 
vital point inthe case: whether the Secretary 
of War had rendered the decision upon a ques- 
tion within his jurisdiction.’ Counsel said fur- 
ther: “It isstated in his (Hazen's) report that 
it was set in motion by the President of the 
United States. That may leave the inference 
that the President had set it in motion through 
the Secretary of War. Our purpose is 
to show that the President set it in mo- 
tion by an executive order signed by his 
own hand and not transmitted through 
the Secretary of War: that one President 
directed the organization of the expedition and 
another wepones its commanding officer, and 
that upon this field the Secretary of War was an 
intruder, save and except to disburse the funds 
upon the ae Fee of the Chief Signal Officer,”’ 
The Judge-Advocate suid he was glad that the 
counsel had finally disclosed their intention to 
assail the jurisdiction of the Secretary of War 
in the premises, and that this intention having 

n thus announced, he would now enter his 
objection against.any further inquiry into mat- 
ters relating to the international polar expedi- 
tion. The court after deliberation refused to 
allow the question to be asked. 

The witness was then questioned as to the cus- 
tom in the War Department with regard to 
communications from his office to the Secretary 
of War. He testified that prior to September, 
1883, he had on several occasions, by communica- 
tions addressed tothe Secretary of War, ques- 
tioned the wisdom of the latter’s decisions in re- 
lation to matters pertaining to the Signal Serv- 
ice and protested against such decisions, and 
that on several occasions such decisions had been 
revoked in consequence of his protests. He said 
‘that in none of these instances bad he first asked 
permission of the Secretary to address a commu- 
nication to him and hesaid that heknew of no law 
or custom requiring him todoso. Gen. Hazen 
testified further that he had never knowingly 
been disrespectful in language or action to the 
Secretary of War3 or any of his superior 
officers. In the arguments on objections, 
counsel for the accused several times 
violently assailed the late Secretary of War, 
Mr. Lincoln. On one occasion he asserted: 
“The accused has thrown against him the great 
weight of the war office—the — weight of a 
name once honored by an illustrious citizen.” 
He asked whether the lips of the accused are to 
be sealed, and whether he is not to be permitted 
to throw his character into the scale against this 
weight. 

In the course of the examination Gen. Hazen 
admitted having written to the Secretary otf 
War, as charged in the first specification, that 
after the return of the Proteus party in 1883 
there was still time to send an expedition to the 
relief of Lieut. Greely, and he also admitted hay- 
ing stated in a communication to the Secretary 
of War that the tragic termination of the Greely 
expedition was finally due to the decision of the 
Secretary not to send an expedition north in the 
Fal) of 1888. He pave as his reason for making 
these statements that he had been held to a most 
serious responsibility for mot rescuing the 
Greely party; that it had been published 
all over the world that he was in fault, 
and that in his own defense he simply 
wished to state as a fact that Greely could have 
been rescued, and that he (Hazen) did all in his 
power to have him rescued. He also admitted 
anaving written the tetter of Feb. 15, 1885, to the 
Secretary of War, and he said that at the time 
he wrote it he possessed proof of each and every 
statement madein the letter. In answer to the 
question: *“* What was your intention in writing 
that letter,” he said: ** The Secretary of War in 
his annual report had largely confirmed the 
opinion expressed in the press that I was re- 
sponsible for the death of these men. His report 
made me eitber willfully culpable or neglectful 
and inefficient in my work. Neither was true. 
He had also been misled with regard to facts 
which hestated. He hadcome to his conclu- 
sions on inaccurate information that it was not 
practicable to send an expedition in that Au- 
tumn after the return of the Yantic. My 
knowledge of the facts made 1t seem to me that 
it was practicable.” He added as the last clause 
of his statement a paragraph from Capt. Schley 
as to the Winter in that country, setting out 
that the temperature bad fallen during three 
months to 60° below zero, and that the season 
Was a most severe one in that latitude. “I felt 
certain that the Secretary of War had been mis- 
led with regard to these facts. I wrote to the 
Danish Government and obtained from 
them the official records of the temperature. 
I found that I was right and Capt Schley 
wrong. Where he had given the temperature 
as 60° below, it was 20° or 25° all through these 
months. lIalsosecured statements from the best 
arctic navigators I knew—Meiville and Mr. 
Greely, who was on the spot, and other navi- 

ators who had been in the business all their 
ives—and I found in every case where the testi- 
mony was expert and reliable that they 
fully confirmed my opinion. It took me nearly 
all of that Autumn and Winter to get these 

opinions together. When I did get them, I 
wrote a letter stating the facts as I had gath- 
ered them. i did this simply to relieve myself of 
that blemish upon my record, which the Sec- 
retary’s report had wrongly placed there.” 

Following the statement counsel for the de- 
fense sought to have the withess state the 
casualties of the Lady Franklin Bay expedition, 
but the prosecution objected and the court sus- 
tained the objection. Inthe argument upon this 
objection Judge Mackey said: ** We know that 
the prosecution does not want to touch Cape Sa- 
bine. The accuser does not want to face those 
horrors. We propose to show the animus of the 
accuser—that he was imbued with a malice so 
deep ard deadly against the Chief Signa! Officer 
of the army that he became blind upon any 
question touching arctic matters, suggesting 
his deep, tireless hate; that indeed his 
very body exhaled malice whenever 
the Chief Signal Officer was named.” Counsel 
for the defense next sought to introduoe as evi- 
dence the act of May 1, 1880, authorizing the 
Lady Franklin Bay expedition in order to show 
that the Secretary of War had no jurisdiction to 
decide as to whether an expedition should or 
should not sail. The Judge-Advocate objected 
to going into this question, and the court sus- 
tained his objection. The defense, however, suc- 
ceeded by asking the witness a question in re- 
gard to a statement in his annual report, alread 
in evidence, in identifying this act of May, 1886, 
aS ae ant under which the expedition was or- 

anized. 

Vsodge wopy gh then called the attention of 
the witness to the fact that his letter to the Sec- 
retary, dated Feb. 17 last, was indorsed by the 
Secretary as having been received at the War 
Department on Feb. 26, and also to the fact that 
3 statement concerning the contents of this let- 
ter was published in the Chicago Tribune of 
Feb. 25,and asked where the letter was kept 
prior to Feb. 26. Gen. Hazen replied that it was 
kept in his desk. Judge Mookey asked whether, 
within a recent period, official letters had not 
been purioined from desks in the Signal Office 
and taken to the Secretary of War. The Judge- 
Advocate objected to this. Judge Mackey 
said that the purpose of the _ defense 
was to negative the presumption that the ac- 
cused circulated the contents of the letter. He 
said that he proposed to show that letters had 
been purloined from desks in the Signal Office 
and taken to the Secretary of War by the person 
purloining them, and that that person received 
special employment atter the purloining of the 
letters. Hesaid that they wanted to show the 
general course of the Administration with refer- 
ence tothe Chief Signal Officer—that nothing 
was safe or sacred in the office of the Chief Sig- 
nal Officer from the hand of the Secretary of 
War, by day or night. The Judge-Advocate 
said that he did not feel called upon 
to reply to the insinuations of counsel 
with respect to the Secretary of War. That 
official, S said, needed no defense at his 
hands, and the attacks upon him were in very 





bad taste, to say the least. Judge Mackey called 
attention tothe fact that the Secretary of War, 


in returning Gen. Hazen’s letter to him, (Hazen,) 
indorsed upon it that a breach of ‘military disci- 
pline would be avoided by his (Hazen’s) retain- 
ing the letter in hisown hands. He pointed out 
that a copy ot the letter was in the hands of 
the prosecution. Gen. Hazen, he said, did not 
give the prosecution a copy of the, let- 
ter, and the Secretary of War had. with a 
show of magnanimity, returned the letter 


to Gen. Hazen. The question i0w was, 
Where did the prosecution get the copy 
of the letter? He said it was not to be 


presumed that the Secretary of War, while mag- 
nanimously returning the letter to avoid 
prosecuting Gen. Hazen for breach of military 
discipline, had taken a copy of it. On the sug- 
gestion of thecourt the difficulty in regard to 
the question was obviated by obtaining a state- 
ment from the witness asto what he did with 
the letter before sending it to the Secretary of 
War. Gen. Hazen said that the letter went to 
the Adjutant to be engrossed, and on its return 
went through the chief clerk of his (Hazen’s) 
office to the Secretary of War. He said he gave 
itto no one else. Pending the further examina- 
tion of Gen. Hazen the court adjourned. 





MORE FEES FOR THE LAWYERS. 





THE WILL OF CHARLES E. HILL, A WEALTHY 
CHINA MERCHANT, TO BE CONTESTED. 
Syracuse, March 16.—The will of Charles 
E. Hill, who died in Yokohama, Japan, last Oc- 
tober, and was buried’ in Jersey City on Jan. 17, 
is, it is understood, to be contested by nis widow, 
Mrs. Elizabeth ©. Hill, of No. 81 East Fayette- 
street, in this city. Mr. Hili left an estate valued 
by some people as high as $1,500,000. The story 
of Hill’s life is romantic in the extreme. Born 
in Naples, Me., in 1831, his earlier years were 
spent in this country, but in 1860 he went to 
China, where he was associated with several 
well-known tea merchants. He acquired a 


fortune, and through his business abilities 
secured the contidence of the Chinese Govern- 
ment. He superintended the buiiding of the 
first railroad in China. He came to Syra- 


cuse on a visit and met and loved Miss 
Lizzie C. Adams. daughter of the late 
Henry P. Adams, one of the = most 


prominent residents of the city. The parents 
of the young lady opposed the match, and Mr. 
Hill returned to China alone. Not long after- 
ward Miss Adams disappeared from home, and 
alone she made her way to China and was mar- 
ried to her lover. A few years later Mrs. Hill 
started on a voyage to America, and the day 
after the arrival of the vessel at New-York 
gave birth totwins. She came to Syracuse and 
created a sensation with the twins, Chinese 
servants, and marvelousiy rich attire. On her 
return to China dissensions arose between Mrs. 
Hill and her husband, from whom she separated 
and returned to America. 

On her return trip to China, after her visit 
here, the vessel was wrecked on the coast of In- 
dia, and for several days she was in an open bout 
with her children, one of whom perished from 
exposure. She brought the other gon, Frank, 
home with her. Mr. Hill’s coming to Syracuse 
and abducting the boy three years ago from the 
Montgomery school was the next chapter in the 
romance. After being ahsent a few days, Frank 
reappeared here, having given his father the slip 
in Connecticut. It is said that Mr. Hill visited 
Syracuse secretly after this occurrence, but, in- 
stead of securing his son, he fell in love witha 
young lady, and they became engaged and were 
to have been married after the courts had de- 
clared absolute the divorce for which Mr. Hill 
had instituted proceedings against Mrs. Hill. It 
is also said that Mr. Hill was on his way to New- 
York to be married when he was taken ill in 
Yokohama and died. His intended wife had her 
wedding ciothes made, was in New-York when 
the body arrived, and was one of thechief mourn- 
ers at the funeral. This young lady is Miss Juliet 
Isabel Dorwin, the daughter ot Thomas M. Dor- 
win, of No. 6 Sabey-place. By the terms of the 
will of Mr. Hill,a copy of which has just been 
received from Maine, Miss Dorwin is to receive 
an annuity of $1,200. The will leaves all the rest 
of the decedent’s property in trustto the Execu- 
tors—Josiah H. Drummond, Jr., of Portland, 
Me.,and Horatio N. Twombly, of. New-York—to 
be distributed eventually to the children of his 
brothers and sisters in Maine. 

The failure to mention Mrs. Hill’s name was 
owing to the fact that Mr. Hill had begun pro- 
ceedings for a divorce in Portland, Me., on the 
ground of desertion. She claimed an allow- 
ance, but the court refused to grant it, as it ap- 
peared that Mr. Hill bad paid her sums amount- 
ing to $200,000 from 1866 to 1878 The court 
granted a conditional divorce on April 16, 1884, 
to become absolute on the 16th of October fol- 
lowing. Mr. Hill died on Oct. 10, and thus, it is 
said, her rights as his wife are not impaired, and 
she can claim her dower right in this large prop- 
erty, even if she does not succeed in breaking the 
will and getting another large share for her son. 





TROY’S POLICE FORCE. 





THE OLD FORCE DISBANDED AND NEW MEN 
APPOINTED, 


Troy, N. Y., March 16.—A week ago the 
members of the police force of this city had not 
the slightest suspicion that other than the ordi- 
nary vicissitudes of politics would shorten their 
term of service. There wasa small cloudfon their 
horizon, but it was supposed to hang only over 
the Superintendent, who had caused some mem- 
bers of the force to eject Chamberlain Hall from 
his office while a controversy was pending as to 


the validity of that officer's title. They were 
rudely awakened from their sleep of fancied se- 
curity last Wednesday, when a bill was intro- 
duced and passed in the Legislature disbanding 
the force and providing for new Commissioners 
and new appointments all through. On Thurs- 
day the Governor gave a hearing to the friends 
and opponents of the bill. He signed it on Fri- 
day morning, and on the afternoon of that day 
the new Commissioners were appointed. To-da 
anew police force of 112 men was selected. 
Only about one-fourth of the men on the old 
force were named on the new body. The ap- 
pointments were made at 7 o’clock this morning. 
That unusual hour for the meeting of an official 
board was chosen fora purpose. After the ap- 
pointments had been made the new Police Com- 
missioners were served with a notice that the 
Civil Service Commission wes ready to consider 
the qualifications of applicants for positions on 
the force. As the force had already been ap- 
poined no action was taken on the communica- 
tion. This is the quickest transformation scene 
ever known in Troy politics. Some of the per- 
sons removed talk of barricading the station 
houses and holding possession until the Court of 
Appeals has passed upon the constitutionality 
of the new law. 





A REASON FOR HIS DISAPPEARANCE. 

LANCASTER, Penn., March 16.—When 
Benjamin H. Longenecker, a well-known farm- 
er and member of the Board of Poor Directors, 
did not return from a visit to Philadelphia in 
the interests of the county two weeks ago, his 


friends became alarmed at his prolonged ab- 
sence, and suspected foul play. Afterward they 
thought that perhaps he had gone ona trip to 
New-Orleans, as he had spoken of doing so, but 
the latest developments give a stronger reason 
for his disappearance from this neighborhood. 
He resided with Miss Barbara Becker, in Manor 
Township, and was her trusted business man- 
ager. In the past he had the copunenes ot being 
honest. For Miss Becker he had the manage- 
ment of $13,000, which he represented to her was 
invested in county bonds, mortgages, &c. Be- 
coming alarmed at his prolonged absence Miss 
Becker had his desk broken open, and the docu- 
ments found therein showed that the missing 
Poor Director was short about $9,000 in bis ac- 
counts, and that nearly $4,000 of Miss Becker’s 
money cannot be accounted for.

A NEW RAILROAD STATION BUILDING. 

ScHENECTADY,N.Y., March 16.—Ten years 
age the Central Railroad Company proposed to 
erecta station at this city in the place of the 
one which has served 40 years on the condition 
that Liberty-street be closed. The plan met 
with so much opposition at the time and subse- 
quently that nothing was done until last Fall, 
when a bill authorizing the ge of the street 
was passed by the Legislature.

A NEW INSURANCE LAW. 
RALEIGH,N. C., March 16.—The new insur- 
ance law is to this effect: It reduces the license 
tax from $125 to $50, and repeals the Jaw re- 
quiring all insurance companies to make $10,000 
deposit with the State Treasurer before doing 
business in this State; it permits personsin this 
State to go out of the State and insure in for- 
eign companies, whether said companies have 
paid taxes in North Carolina or not, and renders 
valid all such contracts; it repeals tne ‘* loss” 
clause and the “‘average’’ ciause, but does not 

touch the “three-fourths value” clause.

THE ALBEMARLE PRIZE 
CASE DECIDED. 
LIEUT. CUSHING OVERPAID AND OTHERS 
UNDERPAID—A CHINESE LAUNDRY SUIT 
—THE VIRGINIA COUPONS. 
WASHINGTON, March 16.—A decisiou was ren- 
dered by the Supreme Court of the United States to- 
day in the prize money case of The United States, ap- 
pellant, vs, Charles L. Steever. Appea! from the Court 
of Claims. This was a suit brought by the appellee 
under the act ot Aug. 8, 1882, to recover the amount 
necessary to make up his lawful share of the prize 
money awarded for the capture of the rebel ram Albe- 
marieinthe Roanoke River, North Caroiina, Oct. 27, 
1864. The Albemarle was captured and sunk 
by a torpeao launch, of which Lieut. William B. 
Cushing was commanding officer and the appellee 
Third Assistant Engineer. The question whether the 
appellee has heretofore received less than his lawful 
share of the $251,000 awarded depends upon the ques- 
tion whether larger shares than the prize act warrant- 
ed were allowed and paid to Lieut. Cushing, the com- 
manding officer, and William L. Howarth and Thomas 
8. Gay, acting master’s mates. The prize court held 
that all the officers and men of the torpedo Jaunch 
were entitled to shares proportioned to their rate of 
pay, and in distributing the amounts due the Secretary 
of the Navy computed the shares of Cushing, Howarth, 
and Gay upon the basis of pay and rank to which they 
had been promoted while the prize proceedings were 
pending. Uponarehearing of the case under the act 
of Aug. S, 1882, the Court of Claims decided that Cush- 
ing, Howarth, and Gay had been overpaid and the 
remainder of the crew of the launch underpaid, to the 
amount of $61,705, and it asovedina’y awarded decrees 
for the balances due tothe underpaid officers and men. 
The case comes to this court upon an appeal taken by 
the United States from one of these decrees. The 
court holds, first, that a torpedo Jaunch attached to a 
division of a navai: squadron though not proved to 
have had any books, {sa “ship” within the meaning of 
the prize act of June 80,1864, and her commander is 
entitled to one-tenth of the prize money awarded to 
her, and not to a share proportioned to his rate of pay; 
but her other officers and men are entitied to share in 
proportion to their rates of pay. Second, that the 
distribution of prize money among the subordinate of- 
ficers ‘and crew ofa “ship,” in proportion to their re- 
spective rates of pay in ths service, under the 
prize act ot June 389, 1844, is to be made 
uccording to their pay at the time of the capture and 
not according to the Py of grades to which they have 
sincs been promoted as of that time. Third, under 
the act of Aug. 8, 1882, referring the claims of the 
captors of the ram Albemarle to the Court of Claims, 
each captor is entitled to recover such a sum as, to- 
gether with the sum formerly ee him under the prize 
decrees, will equal his lawful share of the prize money, 
Upon the principles thus Jaid:down, the Third Assistant 
Engineers of the launch would each be entitled to 
nearly half as much again and her Acting Assistant 
Paymaster to, nearly twice as much prize money as 
her commanding officer. The court. in referring to 
this fact, says that the inequitable operation of 
the laws in the case of a vessel having so smali a num- 
ber of officers and men is a matter for the considera- 
tion of Congress and not of the courts. The amount to 
which, under this decision, Lieut. Cushing would be 
entitled is $25,000. He actually received, however, 
under the decisions of the prize court and the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, $56,000, so that he does not suffer 
from the present decision. The amounts which are 
found to be stili due the crew Of the torpedo launch 
range from about $2,000, in the case of coal heavers, 
to nearly $15,000 in the case Of the Third Assistant In- 
gineer, who is the appellee in this case. ‘he judgment 
ofthe Court of Claims is affirmed. Opinion by Justice

A decision was also rendered in the case of the 
Cooper Manufacturing Company, of Mount Vernon, 
Ohio, plaintiff in error, against Furguson & Harrison. 
In error to the Cireult Court forthe District of Col- 
orado, This was asuit brought by the manufacturing 
company to recover a sum of money alleged to be 
due it on a contract for machinery to be furnished by 
itto Furguson & Harrison, the defendants in error, 
who were a firm doing business in Colorado. Furgu- 
son & Harrison set upthe defense that the manu- 
facturing company, in making this contract, 
was doing business in Colorado unlawfully, as 
the Constitution and laws of that State prohibited 
foreign corporations from _ transacting business 
there, unless they filed a certificate with the Secretary 
of State, and opened a regular office, or principal place 
of business for the State, and put it in charge of a duly 
authorized agent. This court holds that the defense 
of Furguson & Harrison is not good, inasmuch as it 18 
not shown that the manufacturing company had any 
other business transaction, or intended to have any 
other business transaction, in Colorado than this par- 
ticular one. ‘ibe statutes of the State, the court holds, 
cannot be construed to impose upon a foreign cor- 
poration limitations of its right to make con- 
tracts in the State for carrying on commerce 
between the States, for that would be an 
invasion of the exclusive right of Congress 
to regulate commerce among the several 
States. The prohibition against doing any business 
cannot, therefore, be literaliy interpreted. Reason- 
ably construed, the Constitution and the statutes of 
Colorado forbid, not the doing of a single act of busi- 
ness in the State, but the a on of business bya 
foreign corporation without the filing of a certificate 
and t e appointment of an agent as required by the 
statute. The judgment of the court below ts reversed 
and the cause remanded for further proceedings. 
Opinion by Justice Wood. Justices Matthews and 
Blatchford concur in the judgment, but base their 
concurrence on thé ground that “the construction 
claimed for the Constitution of Colorado and the statute 
passed in execution of it cannot be extended to pre- 
vent the plaintiff inerror, acorporation of another 
State, from transacting any business in Colorado, 
which of itself is commerce. Thetransaction in ques- 
tion was clearly of that character. It was the making 
of a contract in Colorado to manufacture certain ma- 
chinery in‘Ohio, to be then delivered for transportation 
to the purchaser in Colorado. That was commerce, 
and to prohibit, except upon conditions, is toregulate 
commerce between Colorado and Ohio, which is within 
the exclusive province of Congress. The State of Col- 
orado cannot prohibit a foreign corporation from sell- 
ing in that State by contracts made there its machin- 
ery manufactured elsewhere.” 

the only other decision of publio importance ren- 
dered by the court to-day was that in the caseof Soon 
Hing, plaintiff in error, vs. P. Crowley. Chiet of Po- 
lice of San Ifrancisco—iIn error to the Circuit Court for 
the District of California.—This is another Chinese 
laundry case and involves the validity or a municipal 
ordinance similar to that which was considered by this 
courtin the case of Barbier vs. Connolly at the pres- 
entterm. ‘he court holds that the sanitary and po- 
lice regulations of the municipal! authorities are not 
subject to any interference by the Federal tribunals 
unlessthey are made the occasion for invading the 
substantia! rights of persons, and no such invasion is 
caused by the regulation in question.

An hour will also be set aside every 
afternoon for the reception of visitors who have no 
business with the President, but who merely call to pay 
their respects. ‘‘he President desires to reserve the 
afternoons and evenings to considering the business of 
his office, and will receive no persons outside of the 
hours above specified except by special appointment. 

, The Senate to-day had under consiteration in 
executive session the state of affairs in Central Amer- 
ica, and a short message fromthe Secretary of State 
in answer to a Senate resolution of last week was read, 
giving a history of the Barrios project for a union of 
all the Central American States, together with the 
steps taken by Mexico in@iew of threatened complli- 
cations. A)lthe pointsin the narrative have already 
been published. Some discussion took place regarding 
the propriety of declaring it to be the sense of the 
Senate that steps should be taken to protect the mghts 
of this country in Nicaragua under the pending oanal 
treaty. The point was made that the Senate had no 
knowledge of the pendency of a canal treaty since the 
withdrawal of that sent in last session. The Senate 
adjourned without action.

THE FIRST WITNESS SWORN. 

For nearly six weeks opponents of the 
proposed cable railway have been trying to in- 
duce the Commissioners to administer oaths to 
witnesses. Yesterday, the last day for hearing in- 
terested parties who appeared voluntarily, Mr. 
W.cC. Trull triumphed. He called Mr. Charles 
F. Mowton, of the Consolidated Gas Company, 
who desired to be sworn, and the Commissioners 
looked aghast at each other as they realized that 
the Rubicon must be passea. There was dead 
silence. Then Mr. Trull arose and pulled from 
his pocket a Bible. : 

‘The commission will pardon me,” he said, 
extending the book, *‘ but [ thought that perhaps 
the Chairman neglected to put his Bible in his 
pocket this morning, as usual.” 

A great sigh of relief went up from the three 
Commissioners, and when Mr. Pelton had suf- 
ficiently recovered from the shock the oath was 
administered to Mr. Mowton. He described the 
gas mains on Chambers, Willlam, and other 
streets, andsaid thata trench cut through theze 
streets would cause an immense amount of dam- 
age. In Wall-street, besides gas and water 
pipes and sewers, there were pneumatic tubes. 

**Tt’s only a question of expense, isn’t it ?”’ 
asked Mr. Fuller, **and at what depth the pipes 
are laid? Is there any earthly objection why 
pipes shouldn’t be five feet under the surface 
instead of two feet?” 

* There’s three feet of earthly objection,” was 
Mr. Mowton’s biand rejoinder, 

The Hon. Abram S. Hewitt was opposed to a 
surface cable road on Twenty-second-street 
most decidediy. An elevated road or horse cars 
he considered preferable if any road was needed 
there. Statements in opposition to the road 
were made by James H. Hoyt, of Catharine- 
street; Alexander Streacker, engineer of the 
Consolidated Gas Compuny, and Dr. Truman 
Nichols, of No. 267 East Broadway, who said 
that digging up the streets for trenches, as pro- 
posed, would be very dangerous to public health, 
and Frederick G. Wheeler, who pronounced the 
cable system where tried a failure. The com- 
mission adjourned until 11 o’clock this morning, 
with the distinct understanding that nothing is 
to be done to-day.

It is understood that an effort will be 
made this week to pass over the Gov- 
’ ernor’s veto the bill adding the President 
of the Fire Department of this city to the 
Board of Aqueduct Commissioners. No 
positive reason has yet been shown why 
that official should have a place on the 
‘board, while very strong reasons have 
\been given for leaving its present compo- 
sition undisturbed. But it is well known 
that the object of the promoters of the 
bill is not to improve the commis- 
sion, but to give it a certain polit- 
ical control. It is by no means intended 
to add Mr. Van Cott to its membership. 
About the ist of May it is intended that 
Mr. Purroy shall become President of 
the Fire Department, and the object is to 
get him upon the Aqueduct Commission 
for reasons connected solely with the dis- 
tribution of political patronage. It is of 
the utmost importance that this should be 
prevented, and no Republican member of 
the Legislature can vote for this bill with- 
out being conscious that he is helping to 
put this great public work into the hands 
of local Democratic’ politicians for cor- 
rupt use. 











A most remarkable and apparently 
shameless proceeding has just been com- 
pleted in Troy in regard to the police 
force. A bill was rushed through the 
Legislature terminating the tenure of of- 
fice of the entire force and providing for 
& new commission, which has removed 
the 112 members of the old force and 
made new appointments in place of about 
three-fourths of them. This was done 
at a meeting held at 7 o’clock yester- 
day morning. When the Civil Service 
«Commission sent notice to the Police Com- 
mission that it was ready to perform its 
duty under the law as to applicants for 
employment on the force, the appoint- 
ments, legally or illegally, had all been 
made. As the provisions of the civil serv-’ 
fice law apply to Troy, and that city has 
rules and regulations in accordance with 
it, the matter will doubtless be investi- 
gated by the State Civil Service Board. 








According to a decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, rendered yes- 
terday, an erroneous distribution of the 
prize money for the capture of the rebel 
ram Albemarle in 1864 will cost the Gov- 
ernment something over $60,000. The 
capture was made by a torpedo launch 
witha small crew, and the prize court 
awarded the $251,000 of prize money 
in proportion to the rank and pay

The accusation of “treason” against 
PARNELL and his associates illustrates, in 
a curious and characteristic way, the con- 
dition of the English mind with regard to 
Irish affairs. The opinion of the Crown 
solicitors that. the Nationalist manifesto 
is ‘‘ treasonable” appears to be based upon 
its advice to Irishmen to refrain from any 
demonstration either of hostility or of 
welcome to the Prince and Princess of 
WALES, and a declaration that the visit 
of these personages is inopportune 
‘“‘while an unspeakably indecent co- 
terie remains in possession of Dublin 
Castle.” These expressions may be tech- 
nically treasonable, but it will be fright- 
fully impolitic for the Government to base 
any action upon them. Such a prosecu- 
tion would more than undo all that has 
been accomplished by the recent measures 
of conciliation. The mere suggestion 
shows how embittered are the relations 
between the two countries. The project 
of soothing people in such a state of mind 
as the Irish by exhibiting the Prince and 
Princess of WALES to them is eminently 
ridiculous. 








**T know that they are deeply rooted,” 
wrote Mr. CLEVELAND in referring to the 
abuses that have grown up in the civil 
service in his letter to GEORGE WILLIAM 
CurTIS on Dec. 25, ‘‘ and that the spoils 
system has been supposed to be related to 
success in the maintenance of party or- 
ganization, and I am not sure that all 
those who profess to be friends of this re- 
form will stand firmly among its advo- 
cates when they find it obstructing their 
way to patronage and place.”

The victims of speculation in theatre 
tickets will not be satisfied with the in- 
action of the Board of Aldermen upon 
that subject. A man who is induced to 
go tothe theatre by a public advertise- 
ment that tickets can be had at a fixed 
price, and finds that they cannot be had 
at the box office, but may be had of a 
trader in the lobby at twice that price, is 
naturally indignant. He justly regards 
the arrangement as a swindle, and nat- 
urally suspects the box office of col- 
lusion with the man in the lobby. It 
is hard to see what the Aldermen could 
have done. to relieve the swindled _play- 
goer. Certainly they would not have 
helped him by providing for the suppres- 
sion of the branch offices where tickets 
are sold at an advance upon the adver- 
tised prices for the benefit of playgoers 
who do not find it convenient to go to the 
box office. If the public would firmly 
decline to pay more than the advertised 
prices the occupation of the ticket specu- 
lator would be gone. But of course the 
public will do nothing of the sort.

‘* PEACE OR WAR.” 


Our Washington dispatches inform us 
that a delegation of Tammany men is 
in Washington to open negotiations 
with President CLEVELAND, and to de- 
termine whether between him and Tam- 
many there shall be *‘ peace or war.” As 
concerns the Tammany men who have 
delegated themselves to go to Washington 
on this highly absurd mission the public can 
feel but a very faint interest. It will occur 
to the casual observer that they are 
wasting their money and their time, but 
that is a matter for themselves, except so 
far as the money is drawn and the time 
paid for from the public purse, and even 
as to this it is doubtful if any better use 
would be made of these gentlemen in 
New-York than in Washington. 
conspicuous and impudent representatives 
of the great spoils hunting class the public 
may watch their performances with con- 
siderable curiosity. 

It is, of course, obvious that if the Presi- 
dent is going on with the policy of reform 
to which he is pledged, and in which he 
has made a good beginning, there is no 
possible occasion for negotiations between 
him and Tammany. It would be the 
cruelest sarcasm to invite them to send 
their candidates for appointment before 
the Civil Service Examiners. It would 
be no less cruel to ask them to 
present names for such higher offices 
as the President may resolve to 
fill with Democrats, provided Demo- 
crats of capacity and character will take 
them. If, on the other hand, it were sup- 
posable that the President intends to re- 
sort to the traditional methods of admin- 
istration for the promotion of party inter- 
ests he would still be as far as ever from 
requiring an ‘‘ understanding” with Tam- 
many.

they were not driven forever from the 
party camp. 

It would seem as if the Tammany men 
had made a mistake, and had imagined 
the Administration which came into pow- 
er at the late election to be one with 
which, in times past, they had dealings, 
or, in their slang, ‘‘deals.” It is unfort- 
unately true that, for a good many dis- 
graceful years in the political history of 
this State and of the Federal Government, 
it has been possible for the professional 
hucksters of Tammany to drive bargains 
with the Washington Administration or its 
representatives. But the situation, even 
from the old point of view, has consider- 
ably changed. The ‘“ Administration” is 
no longer in control of the Republican 
machine in New-York; if it were, the Al- 
dermen it could elect would have no voice 
in the selection of the heads of depart- 
ments here who have the distribution of 
patronage, and, on the other ‘hand, 
Tammany has no longer the votes to 
trade with which it once possessed. Its 
leaders should try to grasp the significance 
of these changes. The force of habit is 
very strong, and it will not be easy for 
them to get it into their heads that they 
have no really available stock in trade, 
and, if they had, that there is no market 
for their wares; but the sooner they obtain 
aclear idea of these facts the better it 
will be for their personal comfort. There 
will be neither ‘‘ peace” nor ‘‘ war” be- 
tween them and the President, for he can 
have no possible desire to make peace and 
they have no power to make war.

THE NIAGARA FALLS RESERVA- 
TION. 


It is somewhat strange that after the 
movement for establishing a public reser- 
vation of the lands adjacent to Niagara 
Falls has reached the present stage there 
should be any hesitation whatever about 
making the appropriation necessary to 
effect its purpose. There has thus far ap- 
peared scarcely any difference of opinion 
as to the propriety or the desirability of 
making the Falls and the lands from which 
their grandeur and the beauty of their 
surroundings may be viewed a public 
possession. Private greed has already 
marred the attractions of this unrivaled 
scene, and threatens to turn it to 
further account by using the mighty 
water power for manufacturing pur- 
poses. It has inclosed the area from 
which the Falls can be seen and charged a 
variety of fees for the privilege of enjoy- 
ing the emotions excited by their contem- 
plation. It has infested the place with 
peddlers and sharpers, and by its exactions 
madea visit to the great cataract one of the 
costliest of pleasures, alloyed by a multi- 
plicity of annoyances. As a consequence 
it is much less visited than it would other- 
wise be, and is not a popular resort in any 
proper sense of the word, as few people 
remain there more than a day ortwo. If 
it is taken out of the hands of private 
owners and made free of access the cost 
will be returned many times in the saving 
of expense to our own people, the increase 
of travel through our State and the pro- 
longed stay of visitors. 

The effort to accomplish this important 
object has occupied several years. It first 
took practical form in the recommenda- 
tion of Gov. ROBINSON in 1879, which led 
to a joint resolution of the Legislature in- 
structing the Commissioners of the State 
Survey to consider and report what meas- 
ures were expedient for carrying out his 
suggestions. The report of the Commis- 
sioners was strongly in favor of acquiring 
the necessary area about the Falls for the 
preservation of the scenery and cstablish- 
ing a State reservation. In 1883 an act 
was passed providing for a commission 
to select, locate, and appropriate the 
necessary lands. This commission per- 
formed its duties in a manner 
wholly satisfactory to the 
of the scheme, taking only such lands as 
are essentially a part of the grand scene 
or necessary to its preservation and full 
enjoyment. Commissioners of Appraisal 
were appointed early last year to ascer- 
tain the value of those lands and the loss 
to the owners caused by their appropria- 
tion by the State. Some of these owners 
put in claims, amounting in the aggregate 
to $20,000,000, for rights to the bed of the 
river and to the use of the water for hy- 
draulic purposes. When these were ruled 
out the claims for land and other property 
amounted to $4,000,000. As the result of 
a very thorough examination and inquiry 


the awards made were brought down to | 


$1,448,429 50. These were confirmed by 
the court at Buffalo as just to the owners 
and fair to the State. 

A bill is now pending for the appropria- 
tion of this amount, and its passage is 
favored by the universal sentiment of the 
intelligent and public-spirited citizens of 
the State. That it would be a profitable 
investment we have no doubt, aside from 
the educational influences to be derived 
from making one of the grandest scenes 
in the world free to the enjoyment and 
study of all comers. The opposition 
comes almost wholly from those who 
have a private interest in maintaining the 
present disgraceful condition of things 
and in turning the Niagara River 
into a gigantic mill stream. They 
have instigated a few ill-considered pe- 
titions from those who dread an infin- 
itesimal addition to present taxation, but 
from cultivated communities, and from 
every class of intelligent citizens, letters 
and petitions have come by the hundreds 
asking for the appropriation. The total 
first cost will hardly exceed an average of 
25 cents for every inhabitant of the State, 
and will be apportioned according to the 
possession of taxable property, so that no 
person of small means would be suf- 
ficiently affected to know that any un- 
usual expenditure had been made. At 
the same time any citizen of the State 
visiting the Falls in years to come would 
experience a material addition to his en- 
joyment and a perceptible saving in his 
expenses. 

‘The opposition to the appropriation and 
the perfection of the scheme is worthy 
only of contempt, and is apparently con- 
fined to a few persons whose zeal is in-

VIVISECTION. 

An interesting operation, described in 
Sunday’s Times, has reopened the contro- 
versy about vivisection. The operation 
was one of osteotomy, or, in English, 
bone cutting, and the object was to ascer- 
tain whether bone could not be removed 
inj diseases of the joints without entail- 
ing a permanent stiffness of the joint 
affected. There can, we should imagine, 
be no dispute that this is an object worth 
attaining, and that a surgeon engaged in 
trying to attain it isdoing a laudable work. 

Inasmuch, however, as the operation 
was an experiment, the surgeon who de- 
vised it judged it better, according to the 
ancient adage, that it should be tried first 
on something cheap. He accordingly 
chose a sheep in preference to a human 
patient, who might object to being made 
the subject of a novel and dangerous 
operation. The sheep was rendered un- 
conscious by ether, and the operation was 
performed. Six weeks from now the 
sheep will be killed, and the bone ex- 
amined in order to ascertain the result of 
the operation. 

We cannot imagine why any sane man 
should object to this proceeding. A vege- 
tarian who holds that the sheep was 
created for nobler destinies than conver- 
sion into mutton, and that the conversion 
of him into mutton and the consumption 
of him as mutton are alike degrading to 
the men who take part in those processes, 
might entertain a mijd incidental objec- 
tion to subjecting a sheep to the discom- 
fort of asore joint during his declining 
weeks. The operation itself did not pain 
the sheep at all, since he was unconscious 
of it, and the discomfort produced by it 
probably does not amount to acute pain. 
Yet Mr. HENRY BERGH declares that ‘‘ the 
poor sheep was tortured,” and that ‘‘the 
operation was an abominable cruelty, au- 
thorized only through a perversion of the 
sense of humanity.” He also refers to the 
cutting of the sheep’s bone as an ‘‘abom- 
ination.” 

This is unfortunate talk, because it prej- 
udices reasonable people against rational 
and humane efforts to prevent the inflic- 
tion of needless pain upon animals under 
the pretense of scientific. experiment. 
The points made by the anti-vivisec- 
tionists in England and in this coun- 
try is that cruel experiments are per- 
formed upon animals with no more 
specific aim than the advancement of 
knowledge and without any definite re- 
lation to the art of healing. No doubt 
that is the case, and there is much to be 
said in favor of prohibiting at least such 
‘‘experiments” involving pain as are not 
really experiments, but simply illustra- 
tions of what is already known. As to 
the investigations of individual biologists, 
there is no way of putting a stop to them 
except by instituting a system of intoler- 
able espial. 

But none of the objections to vivisec- 
tion lie against the experiment performed 
by Dr. Rogerts. It was not performed to 
gratify an idle or even a scientific curi- 
osity. It had a direct relation to the 
alleviation of human suffering, and it in- 
flicted, certainly during the operation, and 
probably afterward, no acute suffering 
upon the animal which was its object. 
The question is whether a mode of treat- 
ment which, if it be successful, may pre- 
vent permanent lameness in hundreds and 
thousands of human sufferers shall be re- 
fused atrial for the reason that it may 
make one sheep uncomfortable, 

A man who is in favor of prohibiting 
such an experiment for such a. reason 
must have formed a curious estimate of 
the comparative desirableness of dimin- 
ishing human and ovine suffering, inso- 
much that he labors under ‘‘ a perversion 
of the sense of humanity.” Mr. BERGH 
himself seems to have suffered such a 
perversion. If we remember rightly, 
he once deplored the absence in this 
country of the bastinado as a means of 
correction, and in reference to this very 
case he has related how he tried and 
failed to smuggle a clause which would 
have prohibited Dr. ROBERTs’s experi- 
ment into a bill for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals. People who have not 
bestowed their sympathies so exclusively 
upon the lower animals as to have none 
left for their own species will be more 
moved by the thought of men and women 
lamed for life than by the thought of a 
sheep doomed to be stiff-jointed for six 
weeks, 














THE ECLIPSE. 

Yesterday’s eclipse was, on the whole, 
a creditable affair. That is to say it ful- 
filled the promises of the astronomers. 
The sun was not darkened perceptibly. 
although some 234,000 noses were marked 
with lampblack. The chickens did not go 
to roost on the trees in the City Hall Park 
at 2 P. M., and nobody expressed the 
opinion that the world was coming to an 
end. On the other hand, the eclipse was 
distinctly visible through smoked glass, 
and the moon, disguised as a baseball, 
crossed the sun’s disk promptly at the hour 
fixed. 

The decline of eclipses is one of the 
features of modern astronomy. In former 
years total eclipses were quite common, 
but they are never produced at the present 
time except in localities where there is 
nobody to look at them. Occasionally an 
almanac announces that on such a date 
there will be a total eclipse of the sun; but 
it always adds, “ visible only at Franz 
Josef Land, and at Mgombwa, on the 
west shore of Lake Tanganyika.”’ 

There was a time when, total eclipses of 
the sun were produced in localities where 
there were people to observe them. They 
were eclipses worthy of the name, too. 
The sun was obscured to such an extent 
that not only chickens but young men 
about town, and other still more stupid 
animals, imagined that night had sudden- 
ly arrived. In the great total eclipse pro- 
duced before the Emperor Nero Rome be- 
came so dark that hundreds of people 
went to the theatre, and thousands of 
men made what they fancied were even- 
ing calls on ladies of their acquaintance.

Michigan only,” for the average Roman 
Emperor would have held such an an- 
nouncement to be a personal insult, and 
would have promptly thrown the astrono- 
mer to the lions. When CoLumsBus found 
that a total eclipse would be useful in per- 
suading the Indians of Jamaica to supply 
his crew with the celebrated rum of the 
island he did not inform them that in case 
the rum was not produced there would 
be a total eclipse of the sun visible in Rus- 
sian America and the southern part of 
Arizona only. He told them that the 
eclipse would take place right in front of 
the leading distillery, which was about 
ten rods from the wharf where his ship 
was lying, and the eclipse did take place 
precisely there, with the anticipated effect 
of sending the local chickens to roost and 
an express wagon full of kegs of rum 
down to the ship. 

What has been the cause of the disap- 
pearance of total eclipses from the inhab- 
ited regions of the globe the astronomers 
have not told us. It does not follow that 
it is their fault, though of course suspicion 
will be directed toward them. As for the 
small and incomplete eclipses which we 
do have they are of no practical value 
and exert no beneficial influence upon 
chickens. After all, total eclipses are not 
very beautiful or interesting spectacles, 
and the world can get along without them 
very easily. 











PHOTOGRAPHIC MARVELS. 


Astonishing feats of instantaneous pho- 
tography are frequently chronicled by the 
press, and certainly no one could be more 
astonished on reading of these feats than 
are photographers themselves. 

' For example, it was mentioned the 
other day in a Chicago paper that a pho- 
tographer while he had his head under 
the focusing cloth, with his lens directed 
at a lady whose portrait he was about to 
take, saw a strange man rush at her and 
seize her purse. The photographer in- 
stantly touched a spring and caught the 
robber’s likeness, and although the latter 
had disappeared when the photographer 
issued from beneath the focusing cloth 
the malefactor was identified by his pho- 
tograph and was afterward arrested. 

What astonishes a photographer who 
reads this interesting anecdote is the ap- 
parent fact that a Chicago photographer 
can take portraits without a plate, 
whether wet or dry. Other photographers 
have to use asensitized plate; but, as this 
can be placed in the camera only after 
the photographer has finished the task of 
focusing and has withdrawn his head 
from the focusing cloth, it isevident that 
the Chicago photographer used no plate. 
The reader of the story in question who 
knows nothing of photography may see 
nothing incredible in it, since the gen- 
eral public has the impression that photo- 
graphs can be taken with a lens and 
camera alone. We need not, however, 
wonder that photographers are astonished 
at the Chicago story and decline to believe 
it. 

Careful inquiry reveals the fact that the 
story was true, and that an unexpected 
robber was really photographed instan- 
taneously without the aid of a sensitized 
plate. It happened in this way. The 
photographer in question was in the habit 
of making his own dry plates, and while 


transferred some sensitized gelatine film 
to the inside of his focusing cloth. When 
he placed his head under the cloth this 
film was again accidentally transferred to 
his nose, and when the image of. the rob- 
ber was projected by the lens upon the pho- 
tographer’s nose an impression was made. 
A few moments later, while developing 
a plate, an irritation of the tip of 
the nose compelled the photographgr to 
rub that organ with fingers wet with the 
developing agent. The result was that 
a picture appeared, and when the photog- 
rapher looked at himself in the glass he 
saw a fairly good portrait extending from 
the tip of his nose upward for the distance 
of three-quarters of an inch. He in- 
stantly ‘fixed’? it with hyposulphite? of 
soda, and it was upon the evidence of this 
nose that the robber was identified and 
arrested. Thus we see that the story in 
its true form is simple and credible, 
whereas in the form in which it was 
originally published it was absolutely im- 
possible. 








We have received from Mr, BENJAMIN 
F. PerxortTo, United States Consul at 
Lyons, his regular monthly report of ex- 
ports from that Consular district to the 
United States, dated Feb. 28. From this 
it appears that the exports for the first 
‘two months of 1885 were less by some 31 
per cent. than those for the correspond- 
ing period of 1884, having fallen from 
$2,127,259 to $1,462,770, or $664,499. 
The greatest decrease was in silk and 
velvet piece goods, from $1,776,000 
(in round numbers) to $1,119,000. On 
the other hand, there was a very con- 
siderable increase in the small item of 
combed waste silk, from $1,132 to $13,270, 
and in some articles not connected with 
the silk trade, as argols and macaroni. 
The falling off in silk cocoons was from 
$68,000 to $14,500. 








Kuhsan, or Kuhshan—the Afghan frontier 
post in the bend of the Heri-Rud, 42 miles west 
of Herat—wnhich has recently been the subject 
of so much discussion, is memorable as the scene 
of a rather significant adventure that befell M.

When he reached Kuh- 
san through the border Province of Badgheis 
the Afghan Governor, astonished and suspicious 
at his choosing a route which the Turcoman 
raiders have made almost untraveled for years 
past, detained him while sending to Herat for 
instructions. An Afghan official, with a numer- 
ous escort, soon arrived from that city, to whom 
M. LEssar frankly avowed bis character and pur- 
pose, whereupon he was instantly released, fur- 
nished with guides, and treated with the utmost 
civility. The fact of his passing safely through 
this wild region in such a capacity sufficiently 
proves that Russia must have prepared her 
ground very carefully in advance, and that her 
present enterprise is no random stroke.

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A TRAVESTY OF JUSTICE, 





JUDGE YERKES LECTURES A JURY ON THEIR 
VERDICT, F 

PHILADELPHIA, March 16.— A brown- 
haired boy with deep blue eyes sat in the dock 
in the Court House to-day nervously adjusting 
a knot of scarlet silk at his throat. He was 
Frank Crowther, just past 16. He was charged 
with killing a companion, Harry E. Thompson, 
on Feb. 1, while playfully flourishing a pistol. It 
was testified that he (Thompson) and several 
other boys had gone to see ice cutting on 
the Schuylkill River. Whiie coming home 
he pulled out the pistol, held it up in the air, and 
pulled the trigger, but it did not gooff. Then 


he pointed it at Joseph Auner and pulled the 
trigger again twice, but still it did not discharge, 
* Now put it away,” said Auner. But Crowther 
smilingly turned and pointed the weapon at 
Thompson, who was trudging alongside them. 
There was a click,an explosion,a flash, and 
Thompson with a shriek feil on the frozen 
ground. Blood was oozing from a black spot on 
his forehead. He moved convulsively. He gasped 
and then he lay perfectly still. **My God!” cried 
Crowther, “I have killed him.” He knelt and 
bent over his friend, and saw that he was dead. 
All the others gathered around, and Crowther 
offered the pistol to Auner, but Auner said: 
“No; I wont have it.”” Then Crowther pulled 
the pistol apart, and threw the fragments in the 
withered grass. One of the boys, full of fear, 
ran away, and the others fled after him, and tha 
body of the dead youth was left alone. It was 
taken up that same afternoon by friends of the 
dead boy’s parents. The parts of the pisto] 
were found, and the next day Crowther was 
arrested. 

Crowther to-day was the only witness. He swore 
that he did not *“* know the pistol was loaded.” He 
had taken the weapon out with him that dag, 
he said, to sell it, but the boy whom he thought 
would buy it did not turn up. He meant.to 
harm no one, he declared—he was simply “ hold- 
ing the pistol in his hand.” The jury, to the 
amazement of the court and without leaving 
their box. returned a verdict of “not guilty.’ 
To them Judge Yerkes said: “ This is a travesty 
of justice. It was the most figgrant case of care- 
lessness that ever came to my notice. I cannot 
understand how men with gray hair, as some of 
you have, could agree. I hope that none of you 
may have sons brought home dead to you as the 
result of carelessness like that in this case.”’ 

The court put Crowther under $1,000 bail to 
keep the peace fora year. As the boy could not 
find security he went back to jail. The Judge 
also asked the District Attorney to send in an- 
other bill charging him with carrying a con- 
cealed weapon, and with pointing a pistol at 
Joseph Auner.~

TROUBLES 





PANAMA ATTACKED BY REVOLUTIONISTS— 
PROTECTION ASKED FOR A CABLE, 

PANAMA, Via Galveston, March 16.—The 
city of Panama was attacked at 4A. M. to-day 
by a party of revolutionists, commanded by 
Gen. Aizpuru, numbering 250 men. The Gov- 
ernment is defending the citv. Firing continued 
throughout the day. 

WasHINnGTon, March 16.—The President 
of the Central and South American Cable Com- 
pany to-day telegraphed to the Secretary of 
State from New-York that he had information 
that a vessel, supposed to have been sent by the 
Government of Guatemala, was on its way to 
cut the cable line. He asked that the company’s 
property be protected. 

The Navy Department instructed Commander 
Wildes, of the Yantic, now at New-Orleans, to 
supply the vessel with fuel and provisions as 
soon as possible, and go to Livingstone, Guate- 
mala. On arrival there he is instructed to com- 
municate immediately with the American offi- 
cials at that place and to use every exertion to 
protect American interests. 


Crry or Mexico, March 16, via Galves- 
ton.—Sefior Romero Ruvio, Secretary of the In- 
terior, stated to-day to the Associated Press 
representative in this city that the Mexican 
Government had no intention of becoming in- 
volved in the Guatemalan affair any further 
than was necessary for the protection of the 
frontier. The Secretary said: “I believe the 
pretensions of President Barrios mean his cer- 
tain defeat and ruin.” 


LIBERTAD, San Salvador, March 16, via 
Galveston.—The decree issued by Gen. Barrios, 
of Guatemala, on Feb. 28, proclaiming a confed- 
eration of the Central American States was kept 
secret, and was only brought to the knowledge 
of the other four republics on March 6, when it 
created the greatest indignation. On March 14 
the Congress of San Salvador authorized the 
Government to employ all possible means for 
the defense of the country, which it proclaimed 
in astate of siege. On account of the attitude 
of San Salvador, which has 8,000 men on the 
frontier and plenty of artillery, also because of 
the action of Mexico in advancing her forces 
oe Guatemala, the excitement here is sub- 
siding. 





EDITORS ON TRIAL. . 
NEw-OR.EANS, March 16.—Another r 
markable criminal trial is about to absorb the 
attention of the people of this city. To-day 
. George Osmond, Adolph Zenneck, B. J. O'Neill 
and J. S. Bossier, editors and publishers of the 
Mascot newspaper, were arraigned and pleaded 


not guilty to the charge of publishing a libel on, 
the Hon. William T. Houston, District Judge, 
and James D. Houston, State Tax Collect- 
or, and brother of the Judge, was arraigned 


and pleaded not guilty to shooting with 
intent to the above-named George 
Osmond and Adolph Zenneck. This is 


the affair where, in consequence of the news- 
paper attack‘ on Judge Houston. the Judge's 
brother, accompanied by the Hon. Robert 
Brewster, late criminal Sheriff of the parish, 
visited the Mascot office, shot and wounded Os- 
mond, and were in turn both shot by Osmond, 
the former through his pistol hand and the lat- 
ter in four places, of which wounds he died the 
succeeding day.

GEN. GRANT'S SLEEPLESSNESS. 

Gen. Grant passed all of Sunday night 
without sleep. Sleeplessness during the first 
part of each night had become almost habitual 
with him, but heretofore he has made up for it 
inthe morning. Yesterday he failed to do that, 
and until noon he was awake. An explanation 
for the trouble of the night, which was not at- 
tonded with pain, was found in his having 
attempted to take a pill on going to 
bed. He could not swallow or dislodge it 
otherwise for some time, and had a severe fit of 
coughing, irritating his nerves as well as his 
throat. Buteven when the pill had dissolved 
sleep refused to visit him. At noon both 
Doctors Douglas and Barker were summoned. 
They found Gen. Grant's throat badly irritated 
from the strain and excited condition of the 
night. An anodyne was administered which in- 
duced sleep, lasting through most of the after- 
noon, 

Toward evening Gen. Grant rose. He was not 
much refreshed and had no desire for food, but 
took a few swallows in liquid form. Thea hoe 
went into his library and spent the evening 
there with his family and two or three friends.

WALLACR’S THEATRE. 

*Diplomacy,” first acted in this city at 
Mr. Wallack’s former theatre, now the Star, seven 
years ago, was brought forward at the new house 
Yast evening under exceedingly pleasant auspices, 
‘and started anew upon a successful career; 
the representation, which was brilliantly effect- 
Sve, was witnessed bya large and fashionable 
mudience, and was marked by many demonstra- 
tions of approval. Sardou’s * Dora,” first played 
In Paris in 1877, and in tne Enghsh ver- 
sion now under notice (made, by the way, by 
Messrs. Clement Scott and B. C. Stephenson) at 
the Prince of Wales Theatre, London, in January 
of the following vear, has been one of the most 
Buccessfui plays produced within a decade. The 
Ingenuity of Sardou is made manifest in 
every scene of it, and its story happily 
appealed, at the time of its first performanceyto 
the popular feeling in France, still bitterly hés- 
tile against Gormany, and the hatred of 





spies which events,. still fresh in the 
memory, had implanted in every _ loyal 
breast. In adapting the drama for 


English audiences Messrs. Scott and Stephenson 
changed the French characters to English folk 
and the Germans to Russians, thus endeavoring 
to fit the piece more closely to the apprecia- 
tion of London audiences; but unques- 
tionably the popularity of ‘“ Diplomacy” 
is to be credited to the excellent dramatic quali- 
ties of the French original, the exuberant 
fancy, theatrical experience, and deftness of 
Sardou, rather than to the success of the 
adaptors in their attempt to change its na- 
tionality. Its theme and the ‘spirit per- 
vading it are still essentially French; no one but 
ag Frenchman would act as Julian Beauclerc acts 
when the supposed perfidy of his bride is re- 
vealed to him; contemporary French his- 
tory, if not the actual facts, at least 
the spirit of it, underlie the story and 
governed its treatment. Still the adaptors 
did their work fairly well: by shortening tbe 
play they made it more available to the Enelish 
étage; the dialogue provided by them is terse, 
bright, and marked by a sort of nervous 
force, and noue of the good points of Sardou have 
been missed in the transiation. The secret of 
the success of “Diplomacy” is that it isa good 
lay; its story, clear and interesting and caleu- 
ated to enlist the sympathy of any audience, 
Is told in a straightforward manner and 
‘with abundant skill, while its characters 
nre well contrasted and offer splendid oppor- 
tunities to competent players.’ The first cast of 
“Diplomacy” in this city, well remembered 
by every frequerter of Wallack’s Thea- 
tre. wes remarkably strong. Besides Mr. 
Lester Wallack and Mrss Rose Coghlan, 
it includea the late H. J. Montague, 
Mr. Frederic Robinson, Miss Maude Granger, 
and Mr. J. W. Shannon. Mr. Wallack and 
Miss Coghlan retain their old characters in 
the revival, while Mr. Osmond Tearle, Mr. 
Herbert Kelcey, Miss Annie Robe and Mr. 
Harry Edwards now assume the other im- 
portant roles. The play is provided with hand- 
gome scenery, the setting of the apartment at 
Monte Carlo, with a view of the blue Mediter- 
ranean through the windows, ana the luxurious- 
ly furnished Parisian room being noteworthy 
examples of tasteful mounting. Mr. Wallack, 
Rs the experierced elder brother, presented 
Jast evening a fresh, buoyant, and _ pol- 
ished piece of acting, distinguished by 
many fine bits of detail, at times by 
a bint of latent force, very cleverly manifested, 
and always by that elegant repose which is a 
characteristic of the school of comedians of 
which Mr. Wallack appears to be the 
Jast representative. Miss Coghlan repeated 
ger former triumph as the Countess, although 
er style has somewhat changed in the last seven 
years. She is more demonstrative than for- 
merly, and betrays an occusional tend- 
ency toward undue emphasis. The ef- 
fect of such a play as “* Diplomacy” 
depends in a great measure upon the perfect ad- 
justment of ail the parts and complete _ har- 


mony in the acting. Miss Coghian, how- 
ever, is seen to remarkably good advan- 
tage .in this. play. Zicka is a_ three- 


sided character, with a hypocritical smile and 
soft caresses for those she seeks to crush; cold 
and hard as steel when meditating her re- 
venge, but giving way to tempestuous pas- 
sion when she reveals her hopeless love 
and recalls the story. of her  past—and 
all these phases of the character Miss Coghlan 
successfully indicates. Mr. Tearle lacks the grace 
and refinement of Mr. Montacue,:but he adapts 
the characterot Julian to hisownimpetuous and 
forcible style, and the result is fairly satisfac- 
tory. His tendency to whine in exciting 
passages, however, somewhat mars the 
effect of the performance. Miss Annie 
obe was a sympathetic and charming 

ora, more successful, perhaps, in the earlier 
acenes, where the qualities of the ingénue 
ure called for, than in. the great scene 
with Julian, which demands a_ display 
of strong emotion and almost tragic in- 4 
tensity. But the impersonation was ad- 
mirably conceived, and in execution it was 
nowkere glaringly deficient, the artistic per- 
ception of the actress a her to 
overcome the difficulties which beset her. 
We have, however, stiggested the merit of this 
performance in describing it as charming. The 
most notable success of the evening, be- 


eause least expected, was achieved by 
Mr. Herbert Kelcey as Count Orloff. Mr. 
Kelcey has hitherto figured as a_ light 


comedian, popular because of his good looks 
and a certain ease of manner. He has 
attempted, with credit, a. few _ serious 
roles of no. great moment, but his tri- 
umph came last evening. Dignity, repose, 
and the simulation of suppressed power were 


the chief characteristics of this Orioff; 
the impression was received of a man 
of strong passions, suffering -from but 


not embittered by affliction and disappoint- 
ment, a man of the world, and above all a gen- 
tleman. The actor was completely sunk 
in the character; in features, manner, 
‘and speech, (marked by the _ slightest 
accent) he was wholly unlike the 
gay youth of “The Private Secretary” 
pr the sad young man. of ** Constance.” In the 
now famous scepe of Act II, in which Orloff 
enounces Dora, Mr. Kelcey fairly divided the

THE CASINO. 


Johann Strauss’s three-act opera en- 
titled ** Die Fledermaus,” an English version of 
which was made known last evening at the Ca- 
sino, is by far thé most amusing work that has 
been performed at that house for many 
months, Its merit is twofold: its 
music is tuneful and bright in no ordi- 
nary degree, and its libretto is coherent 
and replete with droll incidents, which succeed 
each other naturally and keep the story moving 
until it reaches an effective climax at the close 
of the piece. The adaptation is particularly 
happy, for Mr. Rosenfeld has had to keep 
his dialogue within the narrowest limits, and 
as the words of a comic opera’s songs can never 
be made out the English translation of “Die 
Fledermaus” does not suffer too much by com- 
parison with the German original. As the per- 
formance of the work at the Casino is brisk and 
earnest, there is no reason to fear that the opera 
will not have a prosperous run. To devote much 
space to aconsideration of its plot is scarcely 
necessary. The story of “Die Fledermaus” 
turns upon the escapade of a young banker who, 
being sentenced to a briet term of imprison- 
ment for contempt ot court, is paroled for 
a few hours. He extends - his leave ot 
absence by attending a masked ball, where he 
encounters his wife, who has learned of his 
prank. All sorts of quiproquos follow, the sit- 
uation being further complicated by the arrest 
of an old admirer of the banker's wife, who, 
having heard of his mishap, visits her during her 
husband’s absence, and, being taken for her 
missing liege lord, is hurried off to jail in his 
stead. The German librettist has performed his 
task very skillfully; thefcomical situations are 


not drawn out to excess, and order 
is evolved from confusion’ by simple 
and natural methods. Strauss’s music, 


as mentioned already, is fluent and sparkling. 
In this composer’s writing, as in Offenbach’s— 
though in a less degree—occurs occasionally 
an elegiac touch that lends a poetic charm 
to much that is conventional ana hackneyed. 
This is wanting in most of Suppé’s and 
in all of Millicker’s achievements, while 
it must be conceded that the orchestration of 
the latter’s operettasis fuller and more elabo- 
rate. Strauss, however, in spite of his enormous 
contributions to the light music of the age, has 
not vet lost his creative power, and there are 
nuicerous dainty phrases in ‘* Die Fledermaus,” 
an unending series of highly rhythmical airs, 
and several well-arrangediand “ catching" con- 
certee pieces. The cast on the occasion under 
notice was more commendable because of its 
general efficiency than on account of any one re- 
markable portrayal. in respect of animation 
and- grace, Mme. Cottrelly’s Adele bore off the 
palm, but there is no disguising the fact that the 
ex-German actress is no longer young, that 
her singing tones are nasal, and that, in 
her anxiety to make as much out 
of a part as practicable, she resorts 
to emphasis and gesture quite as frequently and 
almost a8 unartistically as Mile. Vanoni. Miss 
Rosalba Beecher is still unimpassioned and am- 
ateurish, but she rendered her Hungarfan 
song in the _ second act very effective- 
ly. The remaining characters were divided 
up between Messrs. Mark Smith, De 
Wolf Hopper, C. W. Dungan, and Edwin Whit- 
ney, and Misses Irene Perry and Ida Valerga. 
The performance of the opera must have 
been prefaced by very careful rehearsals— 
it was given. in fact, with most of 
the artists now ‘at the. Casino, in Phil- 
adelphia for* several weeks—for its  live- 
liness never flagged. There was nothing to 
indicate that the scenic attire was new; but it 
was appropriate, chietiy so in the matter of cos- 
tumes. -Abundant and hearty applause offered 
evidence of the favorable impression wrought 
upon the*audience by the work, its interpreters, 
and its setting.

VERDICT FOR THE BANK OF BUFFALO. 

Burrato, N. Y., March 16.—R. L. Bur- 
rows, Referee in the action brought by the Bank 
of Buffalo against the First National Bank, 
Elisha T. Smith, as Recetver, and others, has filed 
his report in the County Clerk's office. The case 
is a remarkable one, as it gives an exposition of 
the methods by which R. Porter Lee, President 
of the bankrupt institution, did business. Lee is 
now serving a term in the Erie County Peniten- 
tiary. The complaint states that on April 12, 
1882, the firm of Johnson & Co. were indebted 
as makers of a note for $15,000, payable at the 
First National Bank of New-York. This note 
had been discounted by the First National Bank 
of this city, und was rediscounted py the New- 
York concern. It was due April 13, but the day 
before R. Porter Lee called on the firm and 
asked them to provide for its paymant. Walter 


H. Johnson, the bookkeeper, made a note for 
$15,000, payable at the Fourth National Bank in 


four months, and asked Lee to discount it to; 


pay the note due. Lee did so, and credited the 
amount to Johnson & Co., but no money was 
paid on such discount. Attne request of Lee 
the bookkeeper drew a company check for 
$15,000, which Lee certified, and asked him to 
procure a New-York draft with which to take 
up the note. The Bank of Buffalo, the plaintiffs 
in the action, claim that Lee knew the check 
would not be honored when he certified it, as his 
bank was known to be in an insolvent condition, 
The Referee finds that the plaintiffs are entitled 
to the note, and gives them judgment in thesum 
of $17,380. 





THE “NATIONAL REPUBLICAN” SOLD. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—The National 
Republican of this city was sold to-day toa 
syndicate represented by Elias W. Fox, of 
St. Louis, as purchaser. The price paid 
was $50,000, of which $16,000 represents the 
amount paid in cash for the stock of 


the concern‘ and about $32,000 in debts, princi- 
pally notes covered by mortgages, which are as- 
sumed by the purchasers. The controlling inter- 
est in the stock was held by William E. Chand- 
ler, who purchased the interest of George 
Bliss, representing the New-York syndicate 
that bought out the interest. of Gen. Brady 


for $40,000 about two years ago. he re- 
mainder of the stock was held by Frank 
Hatton, Clinton <A, Snowden, and 5S. W.

Mr. Fox, whose name will 
appear at the head of the paper as Presi- 
dent of the company by whom it is owned, 
was formerly connected with the St. Louis Post- 
Despatch, and'in the last Presidential campaign 
was an active worker for Mr. Blaine, with whom 
he is said to be on intimate terms. In the salu- 
tatory of the new owners it is announced that 
the Republican will support ‘*‘Republican prin- 
ciples and policies.”

Boston, March 16.—In the Superior Civil. 
Court to-day,in the suit of Sarah 8S. Marie,a 
-young lady from New-York, against J. W. Wol- 
cott, proprietor of the Hotel Vendome, the jury 
returned a verdict for the defendant. 
action attracted considerabie attention as be- 
ing of special interest to landlords’ and the 
traveling public. It was an action to recover 


some $2,000. the value of diamonds and jewelry 
stolen from the plaintiff while a guest at the de- 
fendant’s hotel in May, 1883.. It appeared that

HOW A CHICAGO MAN OUTWITTED HIS SONS- 
IN-LA Ww. 


Cricaco, March 16.—J. B. Vallequette, 
ot French descent, has been a resident of this city 
for more than 87 years.. Mr. Vallequette began 
life here as a gardener, but later went into the 
rea! estate business, in which he amassed a large 
fortune. He built a fine residence on Grand- 
avenue, and lived in splendid style until the 
great fire. That swept away much of his fort- 
une, but he regained the greater part of it 
later on. 

His health failing him during the past six 

ears, he took up his residence at the Mercy 
ospital, where he remained until about a year 
4 . During the last week of September, 1883, 

r. Vallequette occasioned public interest by 
being brought into the Probate Court by Dr. 
John M. Pillsbury and Dr. Davis, who held small 
claims against him, and who petitioned the court 
to appoint a conservator for his estate on the 
ground that he was of unsound mind, although 
they did not claim that he was entirely insane. 
Mr. Vallequette was present during the proceed- 
ings, and by his appearance and answers, as well 
as by the testimony of the witnesses in his be- 
half, convinced the court and jury that he was 
perfectly capable of attending to his own busi- 
ness. He testified that the ‘proceedings were 
in reality instituted against him by two of 
his sons-in-law, who were disappointed at not 
receiving a larger dowry upon their marriage 
with his daughters. The petition for the ap- 
pointment of a conservator set forth that the 
old gentleman was bent upon marrying a pretty 
young housemaid of his, and of leaving the bulk 
of his large fortune to religious and charitable 
institutions. It appears that Mr. Vallequette, | 
despite his advanced age—he is now 67—never 
abandoned the idea of a second matrimonial 
alliance. Not long since he formed the acquaint- 
ance of Miss Dorothea Bigonesse, and they went 
to Rockford on Saturday and were there mar- 
ried by the Rev. Father Butler, of St. James's 
Church. The record gives the bride’s age as 38 
years. The couple returned to this city the 
same night and have taken up their residence 
here.

THREE MEN KILLED AND SEVERAL CARS 
WRECKED. 


PiITTsBuRG, Penn., March 16.—A _ brief 


telegram just received from Greensburg, 
Penn., says: “A _ freight train on tho. 
Pennsylvania Railroad was derailed near 


Carventer’s ‘Station this evening about 6 
o’clock. Two men were killed, and 
one was fatally injured. The train, which was 
a long ‘double header,’ parted in the 
middle when near Carpenter's Station, and 


the two sections coming together again 
wrecked 12 cars. In one of the empty cars 
were three tramps who were stealing their 
way West. ‘Two of them, James Del- 
lie, of New-York, and Amos Gibson, of 
Montrose, Scotland, were killed outright. 
The other, George §8. Merrill, a son of 
the Rev. F. G. Merrill, of Philadelphia, was so 
seriously injured that no hopes are entertained 
of his recovery. Trains east and west were bad- 
ly delayed by the accident.”

WHAT EGYPTIAN TROUBLES FORETELL. 

Cuicaco, Marck 16.—The Right Rev. 
Bishop Samuel Fellows, of this city, preaching 
in the St. Paul Reformed Episcopal Church here 
last night upon the “Signs of the Times,” said 
it wasa remarkable fact that the great mass of 
intelligent, far-seeing business men, politicians, 
and worldly wise people generally could not or 


would not read the signs of the timesin their 
bearing upon that important matter, the second 
coming of Christ. A great many of the im- 
portant events which have happened in modern 
times were foretold, the speaker thought, cent- 
uries ago, and were foreseen then by 
students of the signs of the times. He 
believed the events of to-day were as preg-' 
nant of indications as those of 1,800 years ago. 
The present condition of Egypt was to the 
preacher a sign and an evidence of the coming 
fuitillment of the prophecy that Egypt woulda 
be ruled by the Jews. He considered the domi- 
nation of England equivalent to that. as it 
would be a contro! in the interests of the Jewish 
bondholders. Earthquakes, pestilence, 
famines were prophesied as signs to be seen be- 
fore the advent of Christ. The earthquakes in 
Italy, the approaching cholera pestilence, and 
the famines which have prevailed in Asia were 
the signs to meet these prophecies. It had also 
been prophesied that iniquity would abound, 
and the Bishop thought the full measure of this 
prophecy had been fulfilled.

A SCOTCHMAN DENOUNCES ONE 
LEADING MEMBERS, 


ScraNnTON, Penn., March 16.—A lively 


scene took place yesterday morning immediately 
after services in the Presbyterian church at 
Providence, on the outskirts of this city. A 
series of revival meetings had recently been held 
in this church under direction of the Pastor, the 
Rev. George E. Guild, and resulted in the con- 
version of 60 persons, who were formally re- 
ceived into the church yesterday forenoon.

r. A large portion of the congregation had 
left the church before the scene took place. 
The officers and members of the church were 
shocked and scandalized by this public denun- 
ciation of one of their leading members. From 
what information covld be gained it appears 
that about 11 years ago Mr. W. W. Winton, then 
a partner with Mr. Daniel Silkman, in the whole- 
sale grocery business in this city, borrowed a 
sum of money from Mr. McDonald, the security 
for which was a mortgage upon the stone build- 
ing of Silkman & Winton. Later on Winton 
borrowed more money and secured the loan by 
a mortgage on the residence of his son, 


Byron Winton. About eight years ago 
Winton failed and _  =his_ liabilities were 
large. McDonald, who claims that Winton 


owes him $8,700, has not been paid, and feels that 
Mrs. Winton is the cause of it,as her husband 
claims she has a prior mortgage on the house of 
Byron Winton. This fact apparently worked 
upon his mind to such a degree that he gave 
vent to his displeasure in the manner described. 

Mr. McDonald is not connected with the Pres- 
byterian church of Providence, nor is he with 
any of the churches there, and many of the 
members are naturally incensed at him for 
creating such ascene. It is said that Mr, Win- 
ton completed arrangements last week for the

MR. RUSCH’S TRADE IN DOG MEAT. 














A SMALL GROCER’S DISGUSTED PHILADEL- 
PHIA CUSTOMERS. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 16.—Great indig- 
nation has been aroused among the residents in 
the neighborhood of Front and South streets by 
the discovery that George Rusch, a Russian, liv- 
ing at No. €06 Penn-street, has been for several 
months slaughtering dogs and selling the 
meat. For some time past people in the 
locality have been mystified by the sudden 
and unaccountable disappearance of a large 
number of dogs, some of which were quite valu- 
able. Noone, however, was suspected of steal- 
ing the animals until last Friday morning, when 
Samuel Bazley, of the firm of Bazley & Co., was 
told. by a friend that he thought he had seen 
Rusch take a dog, which Bazley had lost two 
weeks ago, into the cellar of No. 204 Penn-street. 
|. Mr. Bazley hurried to the cellar, and found 
Rusch standing at a small square table up- 
on which lay a fine, large coach dog, 
dying from a dee cut in its throat. Mr. 
Bazley saw that the dog was not his, and asked 
Rusch why he killed it. “*Dat’s none of your 
business,”’. retorted Rusch in broken English. 
* A man kin do mit his dogs vat he likesI guess.” 
A survey of the cellar showed Rusch’s work. 
Suspended from the ceiling were several fat 
canine quarters, and piled in a corner were 
a number of glossy skins of unfortunate 


pugs that had fallen victims to Rusch’s 
enterprise. Near the skins was’7 the 
flayed head of a dog. Mr. Bazley called 


Officers Mayberry and Redmond, of the Second 
Police District, and told them to arrest Rusch 
for cruelty to animals. Officer Redmond locked 
him up in the station house until the next day, 
when he was taken before Magistrate Brown. 
When these facts became known to-day a crowd 
of excited people stood around Rusch’s place all 
day, calling him to come out, and heaping all 
manner of imprecations upon him. 

Rusch, assisted by his wife, runsa small store 
at No. 606 Penn-street. His goods consist of a 
miscellaneous assortment of kindling wood, 
cheap groceries, pins, cigars, and meat and 
sausages. In addition to this he has boarders. 
He has had quite a Jarge number of customers 
who, until to-day, purchased quantities of his 
meat and sausage daily. Veal chops and 
eutlets were the favorite luxuries which 
his store offered, and as the price 
of them was low they were eagerly purchased, 
His trade has sadly fallen off, and his mdny dis- 
gusted customers are trying to forget that they 
ever ate any of nis choice meats. An inspection 
of Rusch’s yard ‘to-day showed a commodious 
and well-constructed dog kennel. Neighbors of 
Rusch say that he usually killed two or three 
dogs a week, but no one knew what became of 

‘the carcases.

NO COLLATERAL FORLOANS 


THE FISH JURY BEWILDERED BY 
EXHIBITS OF FIGURES. 

JUDGE BENEDICT’S COMMENTS ON THE 
MARINE BANK’S METHODS—THE SUB- 
JECT OF CONTRACTS TOUCHED UPON. 

‘The jury in the James D. Fish case were 
swamped in a chaos of figures yesterday. 
Nathan D. Daboll, loan clerk of the Marine 
Bank, | talked to them about loans and secu- 
rities and entries and renewals and overdrafts 
from morning until night. Mr. Clarke resumed 
his cross-examination when court opened, and 
the end of it was not anywhere near in view 
when the court closed. More big books from 
the Marine Bank were brought in. They were 
piled so high on the floor that the United States 
District Attorney was half hidden behind a 
breastwork of leather. So far 81 exhibits, many 
of them heavy volumes, have heen piled on the 
clerk’s desk. 

Early in the day Mr. Daboll told where he got 
his instructions about charging up Grant & 
Ward’s!oans. Previous to the loans of Feb. 15, 
erabout that time, Mr. Fish called him into his 
private room. Ward was tbere. Mr. Fish said 
then that thereafter the loans to Grant & Ward 
wouid be madeina different way. The securi- 
ties oy for the loans were to be held in trust 
by the firm, subject to recallatany time. Mr. 
Ward said, in Mr. Kish’s presence, that the loans 
were actually being secured by contracts, and 
it was from the proceeds of the contracts that 
they would be paid. Mr. Ward further ex- 
age that owing to the large business done by 

he firm, involving $12,000,000 or more, it was 
sometimes handy to have good securities in the 
office on which money could raised in an 
emergency to pay off other loans calledin. The 
securities which the payment of these loans 
would release were to be keptin the office as a 
substitute for the securities in trust which had 
been rehypothicated. 

Mr. Clarke examined in detail a hnundred-and- 
fifty-tnousand-do!lar Joan made in January, 1884, 
without security, which was renewed the tol- 
lowing April and collaterat put up for it. Some 
of this collateral was afcerward removed and 
rehypothecated, but counsel for the defense 
sought to show from the witness’s statements 
and the books that it was only through Mr. 
Fish’s efforts that the loan was secured at all. 
Written requests from Ward to Mr. Fish for 
Bpecific securities were produced, in which 

ard promised to come down soon and “fix it 
up.”* r. Fish wrote on the bottom of such re- 
guests ** Do this.” Though important to the 
jury, in its minuteness the mass of testimony 
was generally uninteresting. Once when Mr. 

Dabolil. said: “These loans on nominal col- 

latera!—”’ 

Judge Benedict looked up quickly. “On 
what?” he said; **on no collateral, you mean.” 

There was a mild and general laugh, followed 
by an hour or two of dreariness in multiplica- 
tion and subtraction. Toward the ciose of the 
atternoon there was a little breezy oratory 
among the counsel. Mr. Root jumped to his 
feet and said: **I object to this line of question- 
ing. There were no contracts. No one has been 
able to produce any contracts.” 

“No,” answered Mr. Clarke, warmly, ** but be- 
fore we close we will probably make it appear 
very strongly that everybody interested be- 
lieved there were contracts except, perhaps, 
Ferdinand Ward.” 

Continuing his cross-examination Mr. Clarke 
tried toshow by the books that Grant & Ward had 
$350,000 worth of collateral in the Marine Bank, ° 
which was intended to apply generally to all 
‘loans, and that the Receiver had been or would be 
able to realize onthem. When he reached the 
second branch of the indictment, tliat of making 
false entries, the lawyers conflicted aruin. Mr. 
Daboll was asked what impression these false 
entries made in the loan book might have had 
on others who had access to the books, or what 
understanding they might have had of them. 
Mr. Root insisted that the entries spoke for 
themselves. Mr. Smith argued that simple en- 
tries without description in the loan book were 
not sufficient to show that collaterals for a loan 
‘were in the manual possession of the bank, but 
only that they were pledged. A general entry, 

e said, indicated that the collaterals were not 
in the possession of the bank, while a descriptive 
entry indicated that they were in its possession. 
Mr. Root maintained that collaterals were deliv- 
ered and charged when the loans were made. 
The court sustained his objection. Mr. Daboil 
will resume his testimony’this morning. 

THE PATENT OF ACQUACKANONK, 

: a 

CELEBRATING THE BI-CENTENNIAL OF ITS 

GRANT. 

The bi-centennial of the granting of the: 
great patent of Acquackanonk was celebrated 
yesterday afternoon in the First Reformed 
Church at Passaic, N. J.,.in the presence of a 
large audience. Among the latter were many of 
the descendants of the 14 men who, by means:of 
the patent granted two céhturies ago, obtained 
possession of the territory now covered by the 
township of Acquackanonk and the greater por- 
tion of the cities of Paterson and Passaic. On 
one side of the pulpit hung a Jarge piece of - 
paper, on which had been printed in large letters 
the following, sbowing the various spellings of ! 


the word Acquackanonk and their dates: ** 1678, 
Aquickanuckeand Haquicguenock; 1679, Haque- 
quenunck and Ackquekenon; 1680, Hockqueka- , 
nung; 1683, Aquaninoncke; 1685-4, Hockqueca- - 
pung and Aquaninocke; 1684, Aquaquanuncke: 
1685, (in the great patent,) Haquequenunck; 1693, 
Acguiggenonck; 1707, Hockguackonong and 
Hockquackanonk: 1714, ‘Achquegenonck.” 
After a prayer by the Rev. Mr. Leavens, Mayor 
Spencer made an address in which he proved \ 
that the people of two centuries ago were hap- 








pier than the present generation, as they were 4 
not annoyed by skating rinks and Spring elec- { 


tions. The historical address prepared by Mr. | 
William Nelson, Secretary of the New-Jersey ° 
Historical Society. was delivered by Mr. Charlies 
A. Shriner. on account of the unavoidable ab- 
sence of Mr. Nelson. The address, after ridi- 
tuling historians who find nothing to write 
about except wars, treated of the mythology 
and customs of the Indians inhabiting New- 
Jersey, locating the various tribes, prominent 


among which were the Tortoises, the 
Turkeys, and the Wolves. Then _ the 
speaker gave a number of the explana- 


tions of the meaning of the word Acquack- 
anonk, first stating, however, that they were 
only conjectures. The aged Moravian mission- 
ary, the Rev. John Heckeweldez, thought that it 
was corrupted from “* Tachquahacanena,” sig- 
nifying where pounding blocks, or mortars, were 
made. Other detinitions were * Land at the 
bend of the river,’’ *“* Place where the pine tree 
frows,.”’ ** The piace where fishing is done with 
bush nets,” and ‘** The place where the land is 
between.” The meaning of the names of other 
places in Passaic County were also discussed, 
after which the writer devoted himself to tracing 
the ownership of the property through two 
centuries, and concluded the address by giving 
sbort biographies of the patentees. 

According to the programme, ex-Jud ge Henry 
P. Simmons was to have exhibited the original 
patent and give some personal recollections of 
the early settiers. The ex-Judge, however, bad

ARRAIGNED IN COUR7. 
a 
CHARGED WITH GRAND LARCENY AND RE- 
} LEASED ON BAIL. ‘ 
Edmund Yard was arraigned yesterday 
afternoon in Part II. of the General Sessions 
Court before Recorder Smyth. The indictment, 
which is found on the complaint of Mrs. Sallie 
Carr Shaw, the widow of John G. Shaw, charges 
Yard with grand larceny in the first degree, in 
having embezzled 10 one-thousand-dollar bonds

of the Twenty-third-Street Railway Company. 


The bonds were hypothecated with O. M. Bogart, 
Jr., & Co., to secure a loan of $9,000. District 
Attorney Martine said that Algernon S. Sulli- 
van, counsel for Mrs. Shaw, would, with his con- 
sent, make a statement to the court of the facts 
and circumstances which should be taken into 


consideration in fixing bail. Mr. Sullivan 
said that the sum named in the in- 
dictment represented a very small part 


of the embezzlement actually committed; that 
Yard, with Mrs. Shaw, was one of the Executors 


of Mr. Shaw's estate, which was very large; that 
she, having complete confidence in Yard, had 
allowed him to have full control of the funds of 
the estate, and that he had embezzled in a!l verv 
nearly $400,000. He had been asked on a certain 
Tuesday for an accounting, and had promised to 
give one, but on the following Saturday he sailed 
Jor Europe, and being advised by his friends here 
of the proceedings instituted, had taken up bis 
residence at Boulogne, whence he could fly easily 
into any one of several different countries. 

“Why didn’t he go to Canada?” asked Re- 
corder Smyth, 

“He must have been badly advised, your 
Honor,” promptly returned Mr. Sullivan, who 
added that in view of the circumstances the bail 
ought to be fixed at a much larger sum than 
that named in the indictment. 

The Recorder asked how much bail Mr. Sulli- 
van thought was proper, and Mr. Sullivan re- 
— that while he had not fixed on any amount 

e thought it ought to be at least double 
or treble the sum named in the indictment. 
James RK. Cuming, of the firm of Vander- 
poel, Green & Cuming, who appeared for the 
prisoner, denied that the amount of the embez- 
ziement was anything like as large.as stated by 
Mr. Sullivan. It never exceeded $165,000, and of 
that sum 65 per cent. had been returned to the 
complainant. As to the amount stated in the 
indictment 65'per cent. of that had also been re- 
paid, leaving the embezzlement on which the in- 
dictment was found at $3,500. He thought, 
therefore, that the bail should not exceed $9,000 
or $10,000. Recorder gmyth fixed the bai! at 
$12.500. “Bail was promptiy furnished, ex- 
Alderman John W. Jacobus becoming surety 
for $5,000 and justifying for $16,000, and George 
Kuper, a transfer agent, of No. 596 Washington- 
street, surety for $7,500 and justifving for $21,000. 

Mr. Yard declined to say anything for publi- 
cation, but Mr. Cuming said that the money he 
bad been charged with embezzling was used 
with the full knowledge and consent of Mrs. 
Shawin a business in which his sons were en- 
gaged. When they made an assignment Mrs. 
Shaw was named as a preferred creditor, and the 
assets were sufficient to pay her 65 per cent. of 
the amount alleged to have been embezzled. 

When Yard was arrested in Boulogne his law- 
yers fought the case at Albany when Gov. 
Cleveland was applied to for extradition papers, 
and then at the State, Department in Washing- 
ton. The fight was then transterred to Paris, 
and went through the Departments of Justice, 
Foreign Affairs, and of the Interior before Pres- 
ident Grévy sizned the papers authorizing the 
prisoner’s extradition. Detective Jacob Von 
Gerichten went to Paris and brought Yard to 
this city, sailing from Havre on the Normandie 
on the 7thinst. He was met at Quarantine yes- 
terday morning by Detectives Phillips and 


Reilly, who escorted Yard to Police Headquar- 


ters before his arraignment in court,

CHARGED WITH EMBEZZLEMENT. 








AN EMPLOYE OF JOHN 4H. 
TROUBLE. 
James Boyle, who was Cashier and Gen- 
eral Manager of the Hoboken office of Starin’s 
City, River, and Harbor Transportation Com- 
pany. was arrested yesterday by Deputy Sheriff 
Brown on a charge of embezzlement, a suit hav- 
ing been brought by the Starin Company to 
recover $9,500, which Boyle is said to have con- 
verted to hisown use. Judge Donohue, in the 
Supreme Court, issued the order for Boyle’s 
arrest, and fixed his Qail at $15,000, wnich the 
defendant was striving to obtain last night. 
Boyle had been in the Hoboken office of Star- 
in’s City, River, and Harbor Transportation 
Company since 1881. He had charge of the books 


and ail moneys coming into the office, of which 
it was his duty to render account. Last Novem- 
ber Boyle was reported to have been Jax in his 
attendance at the office and negligentin his du- 
ties. He would sometimes come into the oflice 
drunk. He wasalso reported to be living at 
Staten Island in a manner that his salary would 
not warrant. An investigation was thought 
necessary, and Joseph B. White, an employe of 
the company, was ordered to look over the 
books in Boyle’s charge and investigate the 
affairs of the office. White went over 
to the Hoboken office on Noy. 10, but did 
not find Boyle. On examining the books he 
found that they had been keptina neghgent 
manner. Forced balances had been struck and 
the books altered so as to conceal fraudulent 
practices. Boyle returned after a few days, 
stating that he had been to Albany to see Presi- 
dent Cleveland. He said he could balance the 
books all right. Shortly after Boyle managed to 
get several of the books,out of the office, and, 
among others, took the cash book away. 

Boyle was requested to call at the main office, 
and did so without the books. He told a story 
that he had taken them to his home, on Staten 
Island, in order to balance them properly there. 
He sent them back to the city by express, and 
ordered a man he met at the Astor House to go 
ufter them and take them tothe oflice. This 
story was not believed, and Boyle was told that 
there was a considerable shortage in his ac- 
counts, and he was charged with having fraudu- 
lently converted to his own use $9,500 of the 
company’s money.

BROUGHT DIRECT FROM A BOARDING HOUSE 
IN HAMBURG. 

Two cases of typhus fever were discov- 
ered yesterday, and it isextremely probable that 
others will be heard of,as the patients came 
with many others from Hamburg, where the 
disease appears impossible of eradication. One 


of the patients was Hosea Feldman, 25 years old, | 


and he was found sick at No. 213 Broome-street 
on Saturday. The other was August Karsler, 


and he was found at No. 44 Goerck-street. Both 
were sent to the Riverside Hospital. Dr. James 


B. Taylor, Chief of the Fourth Sanitary Divis- 
ion, said that both men came from Hamburg 
on the Suevia with about 100 others. The 
sanitary authorities are much interested at 
present in the otbers, as it is more than likely 


that several of them are already in the first J 


stages of the disease. Many of them siept in 
Hamburg in the lodging nouses of Jarmelowsky 
and Mendel, which are typhus fever nests. Both 
furnished typhus fever to New-York last year, 
and Dr. A. Randolph Mott, resident physician at 
the Riverside Hospital, caught the fever from 
which he died from one of the patients. Proper 
sanitary precautions have been taken in Goerck 
and Broome streets, and the whereabouts of the 
fellow-passengers of Feldman and Karsler will 
be ascertained as rapidly as possible.

Most ILLUSTRIOUS AND MOosT REVER"ND SIR: 
Toward the end of last November your letter reached 
me, together with the Rev. P. Corrigan s two pamphlets, 
which you had the kindness to send me. | am dis- 
pleased to learn that this priest shows himself so re- 
gardless (consi poco essequente) of the authority of his 
Bishop, and that, in spite of the prohibition of his own 
superior, he dares to publish works from which, assur- 
edly, no good can be expected. He pretendsto justify 
his reprehensible conduct by asserting that his boo 
does not contain anything against faith and morals, 
But is he competent to pronounce such a judgment? 
The Rev. Conigan has forgotten, or pretends not to 
know that, after the Holy See, it belongs to the Bishop 
to point out to his flock what are wholesome pastures, 
and which are those to be avoided us being infected or 
containing the germs of infection. bd 
Now, in answer to the doubts proposed by you, I 
consider it well to begin with the second thus formu- 
lated by you: “If the Bishop has aright to suppress 


books written by priests of his diocese, even when 
they are not against faith and morals, 
but manifest a malicious spirit, and it is 
morally certain that they will do much 


harm?” You will find the solution of this doubt in 
the mandatum of Leo XII., which is found on page 48 
of the index of prohibited books, and which I tran- 
scribe for you: “His Holiness has commanded that 
all Patriarchs, Archbishops, Bishops, and all others 
having the government of dioceses, shall be reminded 
of those things which have been prescribed in the rules 
ublished by command of the Most Holy Council of 
‘rent, and in the observations, Instructions, publica- 
tions, and general decrees of the Supreme Pontiffs 


Clement VIIIl., Alexander VII., and Benedict 
XIV., with authority for roscribing and sup- 
pressing bad books, namely, that, because it 


is entirely impossible to put on the index all bad 
books that are continually publishing, they [Bishops 
and ordinaries of dioceses,—] endeavor by their own 
authority to keep them from falling into the hands of 
the faithful, and that the faithful themselves be 
taught by them (the prelates] what kind of food they 
should consider wholesome, and what noxious and 
deadly. lest in taking it they be in any manner weuk- 
ened or perverted by its allurements.” 

And from this the answer to the first doubt is clear. 
Now. to bring back and hold to his duty a priest who 
despises the legitimate authority of his own Bishop, 
you can also infilct spiritual punishment in the man- 
ner and according to the measure that zeal and charity 
and prudence will suggest to you. 

Finally, asto the assertion of the Rev. Corrigan, 
that Mer. Jecobin! approved his first pamphlet, I am 
free to declare that such assertion is entirely un- 
founded and false. So far was Mer, Jacobini from in 
any manner approving the pamphlet, that he has not 
even had time to read it. Now you will easily under- 
stand that Monsignor could not approve what he did 
not even have cognizance of. 

I-pray the Lord that He may long preserve and pros- 

er you.

CONSECRATING A CHURCG. 
SS 
IMPRESSIVE CEREMONIALS BEGUN BY THE 
ARCHBISHOP IN MOTT-STREEFT, 

The ceremony attending the consecra- 
tion of St. Patrick’s Church in Mott-street was 
commenced last evening by Archbishop Corri- 
gan and the Rev. Dr. McDonnell conveying the 
relics for the three new altars from St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral in Fifth-avenue to the chapel of St. 
Patrick’s Female Orphan Asylum, in Prince- 
street. The relics having been deposited on the 
altar of the chapel, they were surrounded with 
flowers and lighted candles, after which the 
matins and lauds were récited by the Archbishop, 
the Rev. Father Kearney, and the priests of St. 
Patrick’s Church. At.theend of the office the 
clergy retired, and the vigil and watching was 
kept up all through the night by a number of 
the Sisters of Charity. 

The function of consecration will commence 
at 7 o’clock this morning, and after prayers and 
the proper psalms Archbishop Corrigan and his 
assistunts,some twenty priests, willin processional 
order go three times around the edifice, inside 
and outside, and use, as the ritual directs, ashes, 
holy water, andincense. After the consecration 
of the wallsand church the Archbishop will com- 
mence the ceremony at the high altar, and 
at the same time Bishop Loughlin, of 
Brooklyn, and  Kishop MecNierny, of Al- 
bany, will officiate at the two _ side 
altars. After the Litany of All Saints has been 
chanted each prelate will wash the altar and 
encircle it seven times, sprinkling it with holy 
water, and during this service the Miserere 
will be recited by the attendants. A solemn 
procession will then be formed and ali proceed 
through the street to the orphan asylum on 
Prince-street, and the prbtlates will each take the 
relic for his altar and return to the church. Ar- 
riving at the altars the relics will be venerated 
and then placed inthe cavity of each altar, the 
stone covered with cement and sealed in the 
prescribed manner. 

Much incense will then be used, and five 
bunches of wax tapers arranged iv the shape of 
a cross will be placed on each altar and allowed 
to burn completely out. Each bunch of tapers 
iteelf also forms a cross. The function ends 
with a prayer asking the Divine blessing on the 
newly consecrated church. The pontificial mass, 
ceiebrated by Archbishop Corrigan, will com- 
mence at 10:30 o’clock, and the sermon will be 
delivered by Bishop McQuade, of Rochester. 
This service wili be attended by all the prelates 
and a very large number of priests.

SHE ATTEMPTS TO RECOVER IT IN THE 
STREET WITHOUT SUCCESS. 

During a long examination yesterday 
afternoon at Jefferson Market of a lot of French- 
men who protested the eminent respectability of 
a house in Wooster-street azainst which com- 
plaint bad been made, a prim, gaudily dressed 
wouan paced the arena within the railing that 
divides the spectators from those who have 
business at court. Her black bair was combed 
Jow at the sides, so that it stood out in putfs 
under the eaves of a huge bonnet of 
purple velvet. Her head was also pro- 
tected by a dotted silk handkerchief of 


red and white. She wore a faded gray, shawl 
and carried a fur muff of antique and 
ample pattern. When all nbout the Wooster- 
street house had gone on record Officer Chiardi 
explained to Justice Gorman that he had ar- 
rested the woman at Nineteenth-street and 
Broadway in the act of begging. He wanted 
her committed to the Tombs asa vagrant. The 
woman was called from her walk to explain her- 
self. She said her name was Lucy E. Maklem. of 
Olean, and that she was 46 years oid. 

** What have you to say for yourself?” the 
Justice asked. 

“Nothing at all,’” was the response, ‘except 
that I have been doing what President Arthur 
expected metodo. He has been renting offices 
here and 1 came down to see about them, also to 
collect some of my money which has been dis- 
tributed over the city.” 

Justice Gorman committed her to prison for 
six months. Officer Chiardi not being in a hurry 
to remove her, the woman resumed her pacing 
fora whilein one of the anterooms, where she 
regaled the court officers and others with sec- 
tions of her poems, which she haa memorized by 
the yard, some of which, she said, had appeared 
over the signature of ** Inez Darling,” and other 
noms de plume in several of her home papers in 
Cattaraugus County. Her poems had been pub- 
lished in pamphlet form in Europe, where they 
were greatly admired. She said she came here 
several days ago to consult with ex-President 
Arthur as her lawyer and Mayor Grace as 
her adviser, With that view she called on 
Mayor Grace yesterday morning. Presi- 
dent Arthur had reviously informed 
her that the immense fortune which’ she in- 
herited had been distributed among the people 
of this city in sums of from 10 cents to 25 cents, 
and that she could recover it only by personal 
solicitation. Her cal] on Mayor Grace was to get 
advice as to the way she should begin the collec- 
tion. - The Mayor was busy, but his messefiger 
who saw her advisea her to go about her busi- 
ness, By this she understood that she was to pro- 
ceed up town, making collections along the way. 
She had collected 17 cents when Officer Chiardi 
interrupted her.

ABANDONING A SUIT, 
—_——~.-_—_ 
ADJOURNED CASE ADJOURNED AT 
LAST FOREVER. 

Litigation which benefited only the law- 
yers engaged in it has just been brought to an 
end through the mutual concessions of the 
parties to it. These parties are Charles F. 
Woerishoffer & Co., bankers and brokers, of this 
city, and §. T. Everett, President of a bank in 
Cleveland, Ohio, They were engaged in stock 
transactions together in 1881. While endeavor- 
ing to settle up their mutual affairseach party 
claimed $50,000 more than the other was willing 
to concede. Woerishoffer & Co. brought a sult 


in the Supreme Court here, and effected valid 
service of the summons and complaint on Mr. 
Everett. In his turn he brought asuit in the 
United States Court in Cleveland. and also suc- 
ceeded in getting his adversaries in court there. 

Then came astruggle to determine the place 
of trial, and for more than a year the lawyers on 
either side used every stratagem known to them 
for the purpose of having the controversy tried 
in the forum chosen by their respective clients. 
The author of that wonderful yet embryonic 
book known to the initiated as ‘‘ Voorhis on Ad- 
journments” never imagined more ingenious 
clogs for the wheels of the car of justice than 
were devised and applied by them. Last Novem- 
ber the attorneys for Woerishoffer & Co. pro- 
cured an order here setting down the suit per- 
emptorily for trial in two days. When the 
appointed time arrived they found that 
President Everett’s lawyers had had the case re- 
moved to the United States District Court under 
an act of Congress respecting litigation beween 
citizens of different States. Before it had got 
far advanced on the calendar of. the United 
States court here the suit brought in Cleveland 
appeared on the day calendar of the United 
States court there, and Woerishoffer & Co.'s at- 
torneys were put almost to their wits’ ends for 
excuses to justify delay. In all these contests 
neither side dared admit the real cause of anx- 
iety—that is, fear of local influence and favor in 
the course of a trial of the merits of the contro- 
versy. The Judges would have frowned on such 
ap admission and have compelled a speedy triai 
in the forum objected to by the party making it, 
but the contest suddenly came to an end last 
week. The litigants began to feel the expense 
of keeping two sets of lawyers in two cities 
wrangling over the question as to where a trial 
should take place, and besides both sides were 
compelled to keep in readiness to march with wit- 
nesses and documents at a day’s notice on every 
appearance of the case on a day calendar. They 
wisely settled their dispute. Each forgave the 
other, mutual claims and counter-claims were 
abandoned, the lawyers were paid and dismissed, 
and Woerishoffer & Co.,on the one hand, and 
President Everett, on the other, retired from liti- 
gation certainly wiser men and perhaps sadder.

TIRED OF SUPPORTING HIM. 





MRS, SHARP ASKS THE COURT TO CARE FOR 
HER HUSBAND. 

A tall, well-dressed, inoffensive looking 
man caught Justice Gorman yesterday after- 
noon:as he was Passing into the Jefferson Market 
Court room and said to him confidentially: 

“ Judge, my wife wili be here this afternoon 
to make complaint against me. I tell you pri- 
vately.that she is insane.” 

When the afternoon prisoners had been’ dis- 
posed of Mrs. Mary F. Sharp, a neat-looking 
woman, mounted the stand at the Justice’s desk. 


The tall man followed her. She said he was her 
husband and had treated her brutally. On 
last Friday night she said he caught her 
by the arms und dragyed her over the 
balusters of the second story at their house. The 
tall man stroked hisscant beard coolly as the 
woman talked. . She went on to explain that she 
had married him four or five years ago, and had 
since then not only cared for his two children, 
but had supported him. In addition to her 
household duties she managed a plaiting estab- 
lishment in Eighteenth-street, employing be- 
tween 30 and 40 girls. She said she was willing 
to care for her husband’s children, but was tired 
of harboring an ingrate. 

Justice Gorman thought she carried heavy re- 
sponsibilities for a crazy woman. He admon- 
ished Mr. Sharp to behave himself until to-mor- 
row afternoon, when the case will be heard. 





A WEW MODE OF EXPRESSING GRIEF. 

There was a stir among the loungers and 
attendants at the Jefferson Market Police Court 
yesterday morning, when through the prisoner’s 
doorway shambled a tall figure dressed in a 
dingy white tunic, caught at the waist py a belt 


of folded cotton. Tne prisoner's head hung for- 
ward, his long black beard spreading across his 
breast. When Justice Gorman spoke to him he 
looked up. Tears hung on_ his swarthy cheeks 
and half blinded his eyes. His name was Shiver 
Khaan. Further than that the court had to 
jearn the cause of his appearance from the offi- 
cers of Barnum’s show, to which the prisoner 
belonged, for the prisoner was able to mumble 
only atongue vouched for by the showman’s 
agents as pagal Afghan. They said he had heen 
sullen and unruly, attempting, among other 
feats, to play the hangman yesterday morning 
to his fellow-members of the ethnolozica! con- 
gress from the Andaman Islands. The Andaman- 
ite owefl his life to the failure of the rope to 
work smoothly. 

Mr. Hamilton, who assisted in the rescue and 
arrest, said that Shiver’s conduct was an Afghan 
mode of expressing profound grief. He had 
come to this country 11 months ago with his 
brother, Assan Khaan. The brother was taken 
sick in Chicago, where he died two weeks ago. 
News of the death was carefully kept from the 
prisoner until yesterday, when he asked after 
the sick man’s condition and Mr. Hutchivson 
inadvertently spoke the truth. Then the 
Afghan lay on the ground, face downward, and 
writhed until it was time to proceed to the next 
stage of grief. Afterthe rescue the Afghan was 
sullen and refused to sit in the congress any 
longer. He changed his mind in court and was 
remanded to-his former charge. 





1N FAVOR OF THE TICKET SPECULATORS. 

Two reports concerning speculation in 
theatre tickets were yesterday presented to the 
Board of Aldermen by its Law Committee. The 
majority report recommended that in the future 
the sale of theatre tickets be confined to the box 
offices, and that no advance upon advertised 
rates.be permitted. The minority report simply 
recommended that the present ordinance be con- 
tinued in force. It was defended by Aldermen 
Morgan and Van Rensselaer, who said they could 
see nothing illegal in ticket speculating, but 
thought the provosed ordinance was oppressive 
and unwarranted. Aldermen Hartman and 
©’ Dwyer spoke in favor of the majority report, 
but the sentiment of the board was ugainst them, 
and the minority report was adopted.

The Board of Aldermen yesterday sent 
to the Committee on Streets a resolution offered 
by Alderman Walsh, revoking all permits grant- 
ed to electric light companies to lay wires under- 
ground in this city, except where the privileges 
so granted have been used. It is explained that 
anumber of companies to which such permits 
have been given have never taken any steps to 
put their wires beneath the ground.
